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CONSIDERING THE TARIFF BILL. 
During the past week the House of 
Representatives made more progress in 
one day in its consideration of the pro- 
visions of the tariff bill than it had dur- 
ing the preceding fortnight, and then, 
as if fearing work was getting along 
too fast, the bill was laid aside for 
another week at laast, while some of 
the members attend the Chicago nomi- 
nating convention and the remainder 
consider appropriation bills. A fair 
consideration of all the provisions of 
the tariff bill such as has been given to 
the items in the free list that have-so 
far been discussed and passed upon, 
would consume months, and with the 
other necessary business of the present 
session, would postpone the adjourn- 
ment until late in the year or until the 
time for theassembling of the next 
Congress, and as members cannot be 
kept in Washington through a presi- 
dential and congressional campaign, it 
appears certain that a final vote on the 
bill in its entirety will not be reached 
during the present session. But 
should the bill be finally disposed 
of in some shape, it will undoubtedly 
be a mongrel of whose paternity the 
most ardent “reformer” will feel 
ashamed, while its inconsistencies and 
unfair discriminations will secure for 
it the condemnation of the people. 
The actual progress made by the 
House has been the consideration of 
eighty-seven lines of the free list. Glue, 
gelatine gnd isinglass were removed 
from the free list and will be retained 
at the present rate of duty. Glycerine, 
erude, after some discussion, was not 
disturbed, although pressure had been 
made to have it placed among the list 
of articles subject to duty. Soap stocks, 
soap, bark extracts for tanning, indigo 
and extracts of, and the other articles 
to alum, on which there was another 
wrangle, were alsoleftin the free list. 
The next hitch was on boracie acid, 
which was changed to read ‘‘boracie 
acid, crude, borate of lime and crude 
borax,” therefore leaving the refined as 
in the law of 1883. Nitrate of soda was 
placed on the free list, agreeable to an 
agreement arrived at in eaucus of the 
committee. <A little progress has been 
made but it is questionable if the free 
list, containing all told 184 lines, will 
be completed before the middle of 
July, and then will follow intermin- 
able wrangles over the duties proper 
to be assessed on the long list of im- 
portant articles subject to duty. 
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IS QUININE ABOUT TO ADVANCE? 


From present indications in this mar- 
ket there seems little likelihood of an 
improvement in the position of quinine, 
Speculation has been dormant for 
weeks, and if past experience goes for 
anything it would require a great im- 
provement in the status of the article to 
again enlist the interest of investors in 
it. Yet quinine is such a peculiar arti- 
cle and transactions in it have so much 
fascination for speculators once a boom 
is started, that no one, even in the face 
of most discouraging environments, 
would care to venture the prediction 
that it has lost the power to recover its 
once prominent place among specula- 
tive commodities. At present in some 
quarters there is just the hint of a sus- 
picion that a turn in the sluggish tide 
is about to set in. From London comes 
the report that speculators there are 
expecting a movement which will re- 
ceive its initial impetus from this side 
of the Atlantic. According to the 
Chemist and Druggist. which presents 
an elaborate argument to prove that 
there is no room for a permanent im- 
provement in the market, the principal 
reasons given for the belief that an ad- 
vance is imminent are, first, the de- 
crease in the shipments of bark from 
Ceylon; second, the smallness of im- 
portations into the United States as 
compared with last year, and the al- 
leged increase in consumption here, 
coupled with the smallness of the stock 








| 
on the eve of the season of largest con- | 


sumption; third, the belief that it does | 
not pay to manufacture quinine at the 
present prices, and, fourth, the idea 
that the European syndicate, of which 
frequent mention has been made, is 
ready to recommence operations. 

However correct may be the other 
deductions drawn by the English deal- 
ers, their ideas of the situation in this 
country are evidently not based upon | 
an intimate acquaintance with the facts | 
as they exist. It is quite true that the 
importations of quinine into the United 
States show a marked falling off, 
those at the port of New York from | 
January 1 to June 12 being 663,800 
ozs., against 1,173,468 for the corre- | 
sponding time in 1887; but this by no 
means indicates the shortage in sup- | 
ply that our English cousins would | 
have us believe. The inference is 
drawn by them from the apparent 
dullness of our market that the dis- 
tributing dealers throughout the 
country have been disposing of | 
their stocks without renewing them. 
While this is to some _ extent 
borne out by the facts, and there is no 
doubt that the stock in the hands of 
small dealers has been materially re- 
duced since the beginning of the year, 
it is equally true that a considerable 
quantity still remains with them. And 
while they have been selling to consu- 
mers they have been watching the mar- 
ket and adding more or less to their 
stocks whenever they deemed it expe- 
dient to buy. It is quite certain, also, 
that the consumptive requirements of 
the country will not be greater this 
year than last, except so far as the na- 
tional growth of population may in- 
crease it, and that cannot be of suffi- 
cient importance to materially decrease | 
the existing surplus stock. 

If any improvement occurs it must 
be the result of causes unconnected | 
with the question of supply and de- 
mand here. The bark situation is the 
most plausible basis from which to pre- 
dict an advance, while the European 
syndicate isan unknown factor which 
may or may not have a tangible exist- 
ence. As tothe probable influence of 
the bark question upon the future of 
quinine, near or remote, opinions dif- 
fer considerably. Much stress is laid 
upon the growing importance of the 
Java production by those who take a 
negative view of the importance of the 
decreasing shipments from Ceylon,and 
the London contemporary,above quot- 
ed, presents an array of figures in sup- 
port of the latter view. It says: 

The absence of any official analyses of the 
bark sold at the London auctions renders it 
impossible to estimate as exactly as can be 
done with the Java bark the average percent- 
age of quinine in Indian and Ceylon cinchona, 
but taking the standard at 2'4 per cent., and | 
that of Java bark (which has now passed the 
4 per cent. average) at 3 per cent. only, the 
sum then works out as follows:

at 244 percent. gives 352,712 pounds quinine 
sulphate. 

Add to this, say, 2,200,000 pounds, averaging 
3 per cent., or 66,000 pounds quinine sulphate, 
for the Java shipments during the same sea- 
son, we Obtain for the last season a total yield 
from the principal cinchona districts of the 
Eastern hemisphere of close upon 6,700,000 | 
ounces of quinine, worth, roughly speaking, 
£450,000, ata very lowestimate. * * * * 
Taking, for the purpose of better comparison, 
the exports from Ceylon, not from October 1, 
when the season commences, and which is the 
date from which they are usually reckoned, 
but for the nine months between July 1, 1887, 
and March 31, 1888, we find the official figures 
during that period are 8,382,668 pounds, against 
10,525,551 pounds between July 1, 1886, and 
March 31, 1887, a deficiency, during the latter 
of the two periods, of 2,142,883 pounds. But 
during the same periods the total shipments 
from Java were: 1887-8, 2,693,088 half kilos.; 
1886-7, 1,736,353 half kilos., an increase of 956,735 
half kilos., or over 1,000,000 pounds, which, 
considering the far higher average alkaloidal 
standard of Java bark, practically almost 
wipes out the deficiency in the Ceylon ship- 
ments. And there isevery reason to believe, 
as we have frequently pointed out, that dur- 
ing the next few years any diminution in the 
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supplies from Ceylon, which are now gene- 
rally expected to continue their dwindling 
course, will be fully balanced by the increas- 
ing shipments from Java, where fresh planta- 
tions are constantly laid out, and where the 
richest cinchonas are still unharvested. The 
exports from Indian and from the South 
American plantations are also growing, and 
experiments at cinchona culture are being 
made in so many countries that it is quite in- 
conceivable that any demand likely to arise 
should not promptly be met. 

On the other hand, the opinion that 


the declining production of Ceylon 








| will be compensated for by Java and 


other countries is not coincided in by 
many, though it is conceded that ulti- 
mately it may be. The result of the 
sale of bark in London this week may 
have a material effect upon the market 


| for the alkaloid, and what follows may 


to a considerable extent prove or dis- 
prove the correctness of the adverse 
opinions now expressed.

TO REGULATE CREDITS. 

Two phases of the credit question 
were fully discussed at the meeting of 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
this city last Thursday night. The 
principal debate turned upon the ree- 
ommendations of the special commit- 
tee on time credits, appointed at a 
previous meeting. The committee's 
report was a model of brevity and 
directness, and its recommendations 
were indorsed and adopted by the 
club with very few alterations. The 
discussion demonstrated what has 
been frequently pointed out, that 
some uniform system of credits was 
necessary, and that the trade was 
ready to adopt any measure which 
promised the desired reform. Next to 
uniformity in the time allowed for 
payment, if it is not of paramount ne- 


| eessity, issome plan to induce buyers 


to pay their bills at maturity, and this 


| is secured, so far as it is in the power 
| of the trade of one city to secure it, by 


adding interest at the rate or six per 
cent. where the regular time allowed is 
exceeded. As was stated by the com- 
mittee, only a few of the principal 


| commodities were considered in their 


report, their idea being to make this 
the foundation upon which to build a 
substantial system. 

Perhaps no recent movement in 
trade circles is of wider importance 
than the action taken by the New 
York club upon this question, While it 
cannot claim precedence in the matter, 
it will no doubt wield a greater influ- 
ence upon the trade of other centers 
than would similar action by any 
other organization of its character in 
other cities. It cannot, however, carry 
the eredit system reform to a success- 
ful consummation without the cordial 
support of these other associations, It 
fully realizes this fact and has already 
taken the necessary steps to secure the 
co-operation of every merchant and 
manufacturer who is interested in the 
subject. 

It would perhaps have been better, 
as insuring the hearty co-operation of 
the various kindred organizations 
throughout the country, had the New 
York Club addressed a communication 
to the former requesting the appoint- 
ment of delegates toa national conven- 
tion for the consideration of the ques- 
tion. Asit is now, each association is 
free to make such alterations and addi- 
tions to the recommendations of the 
New York Club as their experience or 
desire may seem to them to be neces- 
sary and thus delay the time when a 
uniform system is put into operation. 
While this may not prove to be the 
ease,it is at least another argument in 
favor of a national association, through 
which alone we believe can this or 
any other reform be brought to the 
state of perfection, which will insure 
smoothness and general accord in ope- 
ration. As the club has elected to 
choose the plan of placing its recom- 
mendations before kindred organiza- 
tions individually instead of colleetive- 
ly, there isnothing to do but to wish

FREIGHT DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion last week held meetings in this 
city to investigate the charges brought 
by the New York Produce Exchange 
against the trunk line railroads. The 
complaint alleges that the Interstate 
Commerce Act is violated by charging 
more for shipments to New York for 
local delivery than for shipments 
through New York for delivery at for- 
eign ports. Before coming to New 
York the Commission received the re- 
plies of the different railroads to the 
complaints made against them. From 
the replies it is apparent that there 
was little conflict as to the alleged facts 
and that the railroads claim that it is 
not profitable to make rates from the 
interior to the seaboard always the 
same on shipments for domestic con- 
sumption as for export. The protest 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Compa- 
ny was against being coimpeiled to 
publish schedules of through export 
rates so divided as to show what pro- 
portion of the entire rate is charged 
for the shipment by rail from the inte- 
rior to the port of export. In opening 
the case for the Produce Exchange 
statements of facts were nade alleging 
that rates to New York for export have 
at times been so much lower than those 
to New York for delivery that New 
York merchants could secure Western 
produce returned from Europe about 
as cheaply as direct from Chicago. The 
rates from Chicago to England had fre- 
quently been as low and lower than 
from Chicago to New York. This 
state of affairs was ruinous to 
the merchants of New York handling 
Western products. It was a very seri- 
ous blow to the city, and would even- 
tually operate disastrously to the rail- 
roads as well as to other interests in- 
volved. The Produce Exchange has 
insisted that under the Interstate 
Commerce law it was incumbent upon 
railroads to make the same freight 
charges upon all shipments to New 
York from the same points, regardless 
of whether the shipments were to be 
exported or not. 

Counsel for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road replied that the question was a 
very clear and simple one. The ques- 
tion at issue was simply whether rates 
ean be adjusted to meet the require- 
ments of foreign competition or 
whether a construction is to be given 
to the law which would render this im- 
possible. A statement was submitted 
in which several of the roads admit 
that their rates on shipments for ex- 
port are in some cases lower than upon 
similar shipments for delivery at New 
York. The testimony of ‘Trunk-Line 
Commissioner Fink outlined the diffi- 
culties involved inthe matter and the 
frequent changes which have been 
made in export rates, admitting that 
no system had been devised for the 
fixing and maintaining export rates 
which was perfectly satisfactory. The 
trunk lines, he stated, had endeavored 
for elven years to keep rates to New 
York the same on inland and export 
shipments, but had never succeeded 
for thirty days at a time. From 
July 1, 1887, to the present time the 
rule had been to add the ocean rate 
to the inland rate, though he admit- 
ted that there had been a period of 
demoralization from November, 1887, 
to February, 1888. Under this plan 
there should be uniformity in local and 
export rates, but in practice they 
varied and fluctuated. The varying 
condition of ocean rates governed the 
question, and though théJeading rail- 
roads had understandings with partic- 
uler steamship lines the rates were 
adjusted from day to day. If stable 
arrangements could be made with the 
steamship carriers a fixed export rate 


might be maintained. On the other 
hand, attempts were made to show 
through Commissioner Fink that the 
trunk-line railroads maintained their 
inland rates in the face of just as vary- 
ing conditions with reference to com- 
petition and co-operation by the water 
earriers on the lakes, and there were 
also denials by the witness of rumors 
of the prevalence of underhand cut- 
ting or of charging actually lower 
rates through to Liverpool than locally 
to New York. It, however, appears 
that there is probably some founda- 
tion for both charges. The tendency 
of Commissioner Fink’s views was that 
competition in the foreign markets 
demanded that a difference between 
through export and local rates should 
be allowed, and that there should be 
elasticity to through rates to be ap- 
plied to the changing conditions of 
the foreign markets. 

We have given a condensed synopsis 
of the testimony that the position 
taken by the railroads may be more 
clearly understood. Three weeks was 
given to the counsel engaged to pre- 
pareand submit briefs and additional 
evidence, and then the commission 
will doubtless require further time for 
deliberation, and sumer will proba- 
bly be far advanced before a decision 
is rendered. Wedonot wish to pre- 
judge the case, but it does appear to the 
average mind thatif it is wrong and 
unlawful for a common carrier to dis- 
criminate in favor of one city against 
another it is equally wrong and unlaw- 
ful for a transportation company to 
discriminate in favor of a foreign port 
as against a domestic port. The plea 
that competition in the foreign mar- 
kets demanded that a difference be- 
tween through export and local rates 
should be allowed is untenable. Com- 
petition in the home markets is cer- 
tainly as sharp, but we have never 
heard that rates of freight were based 
on the extent of competition. The 
other point given prominence, that 
owing to the varying rates of ocean 
freight no fixed export rate could be 
maintained appears illogical and inap- 
plicable. If oceanrates vary from day 
to day the western offices of the trunk 
lines can be notified as each change is 
made. Rates can be sent to Detroit, 
Dubuque, Minneapolis or other west- 
ern points by telegraph with as little 
delay as a ship broker can obtain the 
rates in this city. It would seem that 
if ocean rates vary so much the trunk 
lines would make their through rates 
high enough to cover a probable range, 
rather than rates which would leave 
them a share of the total freight below 
the regular schedule rate. We think 
this plea was rather maladroit as it 
would appear that if the railroads are 
content to carry freight for export at 
rates that, as a rule, are far below the 
rate for domestic consumptions then 
the rates for the latter class of freight 
are far too high. 
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OPIUM CULTURE IN “THE UNITED 
us. 


Southern agriculturists are discuss- 
inn the feasibility of opium cultivation 
on their plantations, and the news- 
papers of New Orleans and other cities 
in the South are urging them to en- 
gage in the undertaking by holding 
out prospects of highly profitable re- 
sults. The proposition is not new; in 
fact, the domestic cultivation of opium 
has passed the experimental stage. It 
has been demonstrated by experiments 
made in Vermont, Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, lowa and Florida that opium can 
be produced in this country. Itisa 
matter of record that opium contain- 
ing 15.75 per cent. of morphine has 
been obtained from poppies grown in 
Vermont, and like results have fol- 
lowed experiments in other States. 
About a year ago, the REPORTER 
noted the fact that an English syndi- 
cate had empowered a physician, of

The experiments in this country 
were antedated by similar attempts in 
Europe, England, France, Germany, 
Italy and Greece being the countries 
which are recorded as having produced 
very rich opium. The best opium 
ever obtained, assaying nearly twenty- 
three per cent. of morphine, was the 
product of poppies grown near Amiens, 
in France, while from other places in the 
same country opium containing seven 
teen to twenty per cent. of morphine 
has been obtained. Notwithstanding 
such gratifying results, and that the 
cultivation of the poppy in France has 
been strongly urged by Guibourt and 
others, it has never reached the dig- 
nity of an established industry there, 
with one exception, and that not of 
sufficient importance to deserve special 
consideration. 

The question naturally arises, if 
opium can be produced in Europe and 
America why is it left to such nonpro- 
gressive countries as Turkey, Persia 
and India to supply the world with 
this most necessary and valuable drug? 
The inference is plain, if the fact has 
not already been established, that the 
cost of production in Europe and Ain- 
erica, contrasted with the same item 
in the Orient is too great too offset any 
of the advantages the former may pos- 
sess over the latter in other respects. 
The chief item in the cost of produc- 
tion, other conditions being equal, is 
labor, and if France with comparative- 
ly low priced labor, and Greece, with 
cheaper labor still, find it impossible 
to compete with Turkey and Persia 
and India, how much less are Ameri- 
ean chances of success. Among the 
trade here, which includes some of the 
best informed regarding the subject 
of opium culture and _ itspossibilities, 
the project now agitating southern 
planters is looked upon as senseless 
and characterized as absurb. 

The physician above referred to as 
representing an English syndicate, 
professed to have discovered a process 
for preparing opium for the market, 
which would materially decrease the 
cost of production. A year has passed 
without a practical demonstration of 
the utility of his plan, and it is fair to 
assume, in absence of proof to the con- 
trary that he placed too high an esti- 
mate upon its value in this regard. 
We are prepared to wish him or any 
other individual or corporation every 
success in the attempt to increase the 
importance of or add to the number of 
American products, and would rejoice 
to know that our estimate of the pos- 
sibilities of the undertaking was too 
low, but setting aside considerations of 
climate and soil, the care and experi- 
ence necessary to insure average results, 
we must hold to the opinion that opium 
cannot at present be produced profita- 
bly anywhere in the United States. 
In Turkey, where most of the opium 
consumed in this country is produced, 
not including the variety prepared for 
sinoking, the wages paid average only 
about seven per cent.of those demand- 
ed for the loWest priced labor that could 
be obtained in this country, even in 
the southern states. Until some 
method is discovered to offset the 
labor itemin the cost of producing

SOAP MAKERS AND PROTECTION, 


The efforts made to bring the soap 
makers together to discuss features of 
the tariff bill inimical to their interests, 
have been fruitless. The situation was 
outlined in last week’s issue of the 
REPORTER and the published corres- 
pondence indicated the drift of senti- 
ment. As a very independent spirit 
was manifested in this agitation from 
the beginning, it created an indiffer- 
ence in the general trade so far as 
tariff movements were concerned, and 
had it not been for an outside party 
interesting himself in the matter, the 
expression of opinion from twenty-five 
different sources would not be on ree 
ord. Soap makers believe of course 
that ‘‘self preservation is the first law 
of nature,” but their views as to how 
protection can be secured, lack uniform- 
ity. Theirminds have been so much 
occupied with business that the tariff 
question was neglected, and some of 
the leading manufacturers were not 
aware that the present bill before Con- 
gress places laundry soaps on the free 
list until their attention was directed 
to the fact last week. Since then they 
have discussed the subject with con- 
siderable interest, but the minority are 
opposed to any public demonstration 
in the nature of a meeting, or to a pro- 
test against the proposed change, be- 
cause of the belief that no tariff meas- 
ure will pass Congress at this session, 

A representative of a large house 
informed the REPORTER that it 
would be an easy matter to com- 
bat the fallacious arguments ad- 
vanced from time to time concerning 
the prices paid by consumers for vari- 
ous commercial products. It is cus- 
tomary to allege that the duty is re- 
duced or abolished for the benefit of 
the consumer, but the benefit is gene- 
rally derived by the retailers at the ex- 
pense of the consumers. Manufactur- 
ers and jobbers may be compelled to 
reduce prices in order to meet compe- 
tition, but the retailer manages to re- 
alize his large margin of profit, which 
is increased according to the number 
of rivals in the wholesale or manufac- 
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turing lines. “This is said to be true of 
the soap trade and as a consequence, 
retailers are not held in very high es- 
teem by the manufacturers, as the lat- 
ter believe in giving consumers all the 
benefit to be derived from reduced 
prices, and such a result cannot be 
achieved unless there is direct trade 
with consumers, which is an impossi- 
bility. Retailers sell the article 
realizing the largest margin of profit, 
and it makes no difference to them 
whether the soap is of domestie or for- 
eign make. It is claimed that manu- 
facturers are compelled to quote laun- 
dry soap close to the cost price because 
of the many firms in the business, but 
it goes through so many hands that by 
the time it reaches the consumer the 
value has been considerably increased. 
According to the discussion in pri 
vate cireles during the past few days, 
there is not the least probability of any 
united action being taken. Soap mak- 
ers are not believers in an association 
for protecting their interests, and it 
would be difficult to secure their atten- 
dance at a meeting to discuss foreign 
competition which is threatened by 
the objectionable clause in the Mills 
bill. If they are content to let well 
enough alone the public ought to be 
satisfied, but there is danger of serious 
results from the presen‘ indifference 
which has been created by an imagin- 
ary feeling of security from congress- 
ional evils.

PAYING CUSTOMS DUTIES BY 
CHECK, 


Importers of merchandise are greatly 
pleased over a recent order from the 
Treasury Department enabling them to 
pay duties by simply drawing checks 
on their respective banks in favor of 
the collector, instead of sending cash 
to the Custom House, which was not 
only inconvenient but entailed expense 
and considerable risk. Several months 
ago an attempt was made to establish 
the new system but without avail; 
it would seem that the admin- 
istration is more disposed to ac- 
commodate importers in view of the 
approaching presidential campaign, 
and requests that were put on file are 
now being considered. Importers were 
agreeably surprised last Friday over 
the announcement that their wishes 
were complied with in the matter of 
paying duties, and they hope to see 
other suggestions disposed of in favor 
of their interests. The plan approved 
by Secretary Fairchild provides that 
the banks may deposit with the Assist- 
ant Treasurer every morning an 
amount sufficient to cover the pay- 
ment of customs duties to be made by 
their customers during the day. 
Against this amount the checks drawn 
by importers and certified according to 
a prescribed form will be accepted by 
the Government in payment of duties. 
The amounts so paid will be deducted 
from the amount for which the banks 
have been credited by the Assistant 
Treasurer in the morning, and balances 
will be settled through the Clearing 
House as in other transactions. The 
necessary forms, which are few and 
simple, have been approved, but are 
subject to some minor changes. All 
questions of law have been successfully 
met and the convenience promoted of 


all parties concerned.

During a heavy thunder storm last Thursday 
night lightning struck a large tank of the 
National Transit Co. at Saddle River near 
Passaic, N. J..anda loud explosion followed 
Flames shot up a hundred feet, and the im- 
mense iron structure was carried skyward 
and then fell back on the flames and was 
melted by the burning oil. There are seven- 
teen tanks at this station and the burning oil 
was guided from the tanks by ditches being 
made. The loss is estimated at $20,000, 

Rosin, as used in the manufacture of build- 
ing paper, is being largely replaced by a pe- 
troleum product similar to rosin in many re- 
spects, called “wax tailings,” or “still wax,” 
or “petroleum rosin,” according to the degree 
of hardness to which it is reduced in the still. 
An important advantage in the use of this pe- 
troleum product in connection with paper 
and fibrous substances consists in its non- 
liability to oxidize and produce spontaneous 
combustion. Moreover, it is said to toughen 
with age, instead of growing more brittle, 
like rosin and coal tar pitch. It is not more 
combustible than rosin; it burns slowly with a 
dull flame, producing immense quantities of 
lampblack of fine gality. It melts readily at 
200° F.,and in that state combines perfectly 
with rosin, asphaltum and warm oil. 

Consul Farrar, at Fort Sarnia, Canada re- 
ports that the total value of the output of 
petroleum and products in Canada for the 
year 1887 is estimated at $2,000,000, The total 
value of the imports of the same from the 
United States during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1887, was $493,512. Though the two 
periods of time differ by six months, these fig- 
ures seem to indicate that about one-fifth of 
the Canadian consumption of petroleum and 
its products comes from the United States; as 
but little if any of the Canadian product is 
exported. The Consul says that about two 
hundred thousand barrels of illuminating oil 
from the United States are consumed annuallv 
in Canada, retailing at 30 to 35 cents per gal- 
lon, as against 15 to 20 cents for Canadian oil. 
Canada lays a duty of 71-5 cents a galion on 
our illuminating oil. The Canadians pay this 
and about 7 4-5 cents more, making a differ- 
ence of 15 cents is all, for the American oil, 

ecause sulphur and other impurities give a 
disagreeable odor to Canadian illuminating 
oil. It will be seen that the Canadians have to 
pay roundly for the protection of their infant 
oil industry, not only in cash but in the dis- 
comfort attending the use of an inferior oil,

CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 





CHICAGO, June ]6, 1888, 

Prices for linseed oil remain unchanged and 
the local market may still be quoted at 5lc. As 
has been anticipated, no sooner had values 
been lowered two cents than the Ishmaelites 
of the border land followed the shrinkage by a 
drop of equal amount, and are now going 
about soliciting bids for car lotsat49c. By 
way of explanation of such a policy, it is as- 
serted by representatives of the holders of the 
oil in question that the latter “can’t get more 
than Wein New York and can put their pro- 
duct down in Chicago cheaper” than at the 
seaboard. Thissounds well, but asa matter 
of fact private telegrams from the East to this 
city are to the effect that the same parties are 
fairly tirm holders at 5le. Thediscrepancy be- 
tween the two statements is almost as palpa- 
ble asthe idiocy which prompted the former, 

There are not wanting symptoms that the 
two conflicting elements of the reputable por- 
tion of the trade here are already becoming 
weary of a conflict as foolish as it is profitless, 
Already there are to be detected indications 
of areturn of common sense. Unless tolera- 
bly authentic information is to be discredited, 
the “ragged (narrow) edge” of the hatchet has 
already been placed in the ground by a mutu- 
al (perhaps not formal) agreement all around 
to abolish the system of “free delivery.” Asa 
matter of fact consumersat interior points 
have, inthe past, been able to buy oil atthe 
inside market rates, “freights deducted.” This 
has been a not infrequent concession when de- 
manded by buyers, but I have been credibly 
informed that “from and after the date of 
these presents,” it is to be discontinued. This 
looks like the beginning of the end of the un- 
pleasantness. Such a step would naturally 
tend toinduce a firmer tone in the market, 
and a restoration of a scale of prices which is 
common'y conceded to have been none too 
high would occasion no great surprise. 

I still adhere to my oft-repeated assertion 
that in view of the short stocks in the West 
the price of oil is just as certainly bound to 
advance before the arrival of new seed as is 
the oil itself when poured into a vessel of wa- 
tercertain to flow upon the surface of the 
clearer liquid, and it is not easy to see how the 
present condition of affairs can be much long- 
er maintained, 

There is a sort of impression abroad here 
that however great may be the indifference 
with which the East at present regards the 
palpably erratic fluctuations of the Chicago 
linseed market, there may yet come atime 
when prices here may be regarded with more 
interest by some of those who are generally 
supposed—either correctly or incorrectly—to 
be tolerably short of oil themselves. 

Cake still continues at about $21, and if 
crushers are to be credited there is no accu- 
mulation of the output at this point, the ex- 
port movement being about equal to the 
rather limited product, In support of this 








week has aggregated 775,889 lbs.; since Jan. 1, 
1888, 28,967,683 lbs. have left this point for for- 
eign ports, as against 13,147,225 during the 
same period of last year. 


FLAXSEED. 


What was considered last Saturday a 
small cfficial inspection (9 cars) has 
been more than matched this week, by 


the official inspection of 3 cars of No. 1, 4 cars 
of rejected and 1 of no grade. Naturally 
enough, such a condition of things has result- 
ed in very light offerings, yet, strange to say, 
the sales of cash seed have fallen below even 
these comparatively light figures, having ag- 


| gregated but 2 cars of No.1, 3 of rejected and 


lof no grade, amounting to 2 cars less than 
the receipts as reported by the inspector. 

The figures of the secretary of the Board of 
Trade, strange to say, show even smaller re- 
ceipts—3,490 bushels—than do those of the in- 
spector. As compared with the shipments— 
17,776—the latter show an excess of 14,286 
bushels. That we are now receiving what 
may be called the “tailings” of the present 
crop year is shown by the fact that last 
week’s arrivals exceeded those of this week by 
7,760 bushels, while a comparative estimate of 
the “stock back’ may be drawn from the 
statement that, during the same week of 1887, 
37,091 more bushels were received here than 
during the week ending to-day. Most of the 
seed destined for the East appears to have left 
this port, if one might judge from the dis- 
crepancy between last week's shipments and 
this, which were 183.626 and 17,776 bushels re- 
spectively; at the same time, however, the 
shipments of last year—52,586 bushels—were 
34,810 bushels more than those of the week just 
ended. 

So far as the stock of seed is concerned, 
there was an apparent shrinkage of 26,020 bush- 
els on Monday morning last when the official 
statement of this week (264,237) is compared 
with that of a week ago (200,257 bushels). 

The market in futures was rather more ac- 
tive, total sales having aggregated as follows: 
September delivery, 2,500 bushels; year, 19.500, 
besides a somewhat sensational and altogether 
unexpected sale of 500 bushels of May, ‘89 at 
$116. Prices forthe year’s seed have ranged 
thus: On Monday, $1 07; on Tuesday, $1 06; on 
Wednesday, $107; on Thursday, $1,06@1 0649; 
and on Friday, $1 0534@1 06; no sales were made 
to-day. September brought $107 on Monday 
and $1 08 on Tuesday, since which time no sales 
have been made, 

Crop prospects appear, on the most careful 
survey of the situation, decidedly encoura- 
ging to those who are hopeful of a large yield 
of seed. The most authentic information yet 
received justifies the belief that this year's 
average will be fully equal to that of last, 
while existing conditions are far more favor- 
able to-day than they were a year ago. The 
cool, wet weather has tended to bring forth 
the young plants, and it isnot likely that even 
a repetition of last year’s drouth could work 
anything even approaching the same damage. 

If the foregoing summary were a fable 
rather than an unbiased statment of facts, 
one might draw the moral:let no one be found 
on August 1,prox withany of this year’s oil on 
his hands. 

OILS, 

There is practically no change in the mar- 
ket in lard oil, although there may have been 
a barely perceptible diminution in the activity 
of inquiry. Strictly prime oil continues in 
good request ut last we-k’s prices. While the 
dewand for the inferior grades can scarcely 
be said to meet the wishes of pressers, Chic- 
ago houses deny, emphatically, any apprehen- 
sion on their future springing from any com- 
petion of substitutes. 

That the exportation of oleo is still going 
travely forward is shown by the fact that 
Chicago melters have sent forward 3,350 tierces 
this week. Reliable advices (private) received 
here from Holland during the week are to the 
effect that most of the oleo in Dutch markets 
is controlled by speculators, and that total 
sales of American stock abroad have amount- 
ed to about 4,500 tierees. That there is no fear 
of any speedy precipitation of goods upon 
the market is shown by the fact that a cable- 
gram received here to-day reports the Rotter- 
dam market closing firm. Local trade con- 
tinues as stale, tlat and unprofitable as ever— 
and it would be difficult tospeak of it in terms 
more uncomplimentary. 

PAINTS, 

The paint market has sympathized with the 
weather—both have been ecidedly warmer 
this week, and trade for the last six days has 
been on the whole not unsatisfactory to job- 
bers, who are just now talking hopefully of 
business prospects for the next 40 days. Still, 
there will have to be an extraordinary and 
unlooked for revival of activity if the shrink- 
age already sustained is to be even approxi- 
mately recovered. White lead is as heavy as 
ever, and neither activity nor prices have 
been in the slightest degree stimulated by the 
drop in pig. 

Trade circles are still discussing the De- 
Golyer varnish failure with more or less 
ominous head-shaking. Mr. Watts De Golyer, 
father of the president of the company, has 
returned from Europe to Chicago, amd is ac- 
tively bestowing himself in the matter of the 
concern’s rehabilitation. It is now said by 
friends of the insolvents that there is a fair 
prospect of raising funds eufficient to dis, 











into competition with importers who in some 
instances sell on three ana four months time. 
This was a point to be taken into considera- 
tion, but he did not feel prepared to suggest a 
way out of the difficulty. 

Mr. Rich said that, on the other hand, it 
might be said that this clause lengthens cred- 
its upon some colors, which have heretoforo 
been sold at 30 days.

When the clause relating to white lead was 
read Mr. Stafford in reply to an inquiry for an 
interpretation of what was meant by “the 
ruling terms of manufacturers,” said that the 
usual terms in the white lead trade are £0 days 
less 214% for cash in fifteen days. This had been 
the rule for many years and he did not believe 
there was room for discussion on the subject. 

Mr. Rowe, replying to a suggestion from 
President Merz said he did not think there 
would be any difficulty in getting every white 
lead manufacturer to agree to sell on 60 days 
less 244% for cash in fifteen days. He moved as 
an amendment to the white lead clause that 
white lead shall be sold on that basis. The 
amended clause was then adopted. 

As it had appeared by the various discussions 
that some of the members did not have a clear 
idea of the purposes of the committee’s recom- 
mendations, and the effect of the action taken 
upon them by the club, Mr. Rowe explained 
that the committee’s idea was to ascertain if 
anything could be done in the matter of reg- 
ulating credits. The expressions of opinion at 
this meeting had demonstrated that such a re- 
form was desired and that it was feasible. The 
next step forward was to secure unanimity 
of action in the various manufacturing cen- 
ters, and to that end he moved that the var- 
ious points of the committee's report, to- 
gether witha note of the action taken by 
this meeting, be presented by the secretary to 
other clubs and through them and this club, 
to members of the different trades not mem- 
bers of such organizations. The motion pre- 
vailed. 

The president congratulated the club upon 
the action taken with regard to credits, and 
stated, as his belief, that much good would re- 
sult from it. 

Mr. Eger on behalf of the Tariff Committee 
reported progress. He stated that the com- 
mittee held several meeting and appointed a 
delegate to go to Washington in the interest 
of the club. Assurances had been received 
from the Ways and Means Committee that the 
interests of the paint, oil and varnish trades 
would be looked after, but as consideration of 
the tariff bill by Congress had only reached 
the preliminary stage it could not be foretold 
how much such promises would be worth. 

The queston of early closing on Saturday 
was brought up and discussed at some length. 

Mr. Stafford said that his firm had closed at 
12 o’clock on Saturday throughout the year. 
In talking with a representative of another 
house in the same line of trade lie learned that 
the latter firm had not followed such a rule 
being under the impression that Mr. Stafford’s 
house did not close. When apprised of their 
error the other firm had resolved to adopt the 
early closing plan, beginning last Saturday at 
12 o’clock. 

From the discussion which followed it was 
demonstrated that there was a general opinion 
in favor of closing at an early hour on Satur- 
day, but a wide difference of opinion prevailed 
as to the feasibility of closing at noon. 

On motion it was decided that as many as 
can will hereafter close at one o’clock on Sat- 
urday or as soon thoreafter as possible. 

Mr. Arnold broached an important matter 
by referring to the plan suggested at a former 
meeting for preventing bad debt and securing 
the payment of those outstanding. He thought 
that it was desirable that the club adopt some 
measure with this end in view and suggested 
a circular to be sent out to the delinquent 
debtors notifying them that unless their ac- 
counts are settled within a prescribed time, 
their names will be placed before the club. 
There are a great many people who with 
nothing to work upon have no dread of ac- 
tions at law but who fear any exposure that 
will prevent them from getting credit. He 
thought such people could be brought to time 
with their accounts by a notification that 
their credit with other houses would be 
stopped unless they paid up. Some action of 
the sort he recommended would in his opinion, 
be the means of saving much money for the 

members of theclub.

Mr. Arnold, replyivrg to Mr. Eger, said that 
inasmuch as this was not a question of time 
credits but was simply the point that some 
one would not pay his account, he did not see 
why it might not properly be acted upon at 
this time. He cited an instance in his experi- 
ence to’ show the efficiency of the plan he 
suggested. 

Major Garner said a number of plans for the 
collection of bad debts were extant, based on 
what might be called the ‘'thin-skinness” of 
the debtors. Even the most hardened among 
them have a dread of being so exposed that 
they may be unable to obtain credit of any 
one. <A notice to the effect that unless a bill 
is paid the debtor’s name will be published, 
will promptly bring such people to a settle- 
ment. It might be worth the while, he 
thought, for the club to place this matter in 
the hands of a committee. It might take 
time, but he was satisfied that it would save 
much money in the future, 

President Merz thought that action on this 
subject would be wise but should be carefully 
considered before it is taken, as it would in- 
volve much that may not be thought of now. 

Mr. Templeton said the matter was very 
simple; in his opinion, Mr. Arnold’s suggestion 
was right to the point. When a man had be- 
come an actual defaulter on his accounts, it 
was a very simple matter for any member who 
had such a debtor on his books to send his 
name to the secretary of the club, who would 
place it ona list to be accessible to all mem- 
bers, or, if desired, the name might be com- 
municated to each by the secretary. 

On motion, the matter was referred to the 
Executive Committee. 

The president announced that there was no 
further business before the house, and before 
entertaining a motion to adjourn he would 
like to refer to the innovation in the pro- 
gramme presented by the entertainment com- 
mittee. There had been no outside speakers, 
and nothing else to distract the attention of 
the members from the consideration of busi- 
ness. He thought that such changes, inter- 
spersed with the gatherings partaking more 
of the amusement features, were desirable, 
and the committee would in future arrange 
for more of these business meetings which, 
however, would in no way interfere with or 
interrupt the pleasant social gatherings. 
This, he hoped, would be agreeable and satis- 
factory to the members, and he hoped to see 
as large a gathering at these business meetings 
as at the social events. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Pennsylvania Druggists in Session. 


The annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Association was held in Titus- 
ville last week, and the proceedings were 
opened by Mr. Wm. L. Turner the presiding 
officer. Mayor Schwartz delivered an address 
of welcome. The report of the secretary 
showed that 599 active members were on the 
roll, and the number was augmented by the 
election of 40 new members. Officers for the 
ensuing year were chosen as follows: Presi- 
dent—William Harris, Hamburg. First Vice-

Vice-President, Jacob H. Stein, Reading; Treas- 
urer, Joseph L. Lemberger, Lebanon; Sec- 
retary, Jacob A. Liller, Harrisburg; Executive 
Committee, John F Patton, York; J, H. Red- 
secker, Lebanon; C. T. George, Harrisburg. 

Among the papers read was one by Mr. Ken- 
nedy who answered the query “It is said that 
the Paris green of commerce is largely adul- 
terated.

A. Kelly, of Pittsburg, extended in 
behalf of the delegates of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, the greetings of 
that body.

Mr. M. N. Kline, of Philadelphia, offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted:

New Business Enterprises. 

The new co-operative glass factory in Sand- 
wich, N. J., commenced last week to make 
glass. 

A. E. Thornton, of Atlanta, contemplates 
purchasing the Elberton (Ga.) Oil Mill, and 
quadrupling the capacity. 

H. M. Gibson and W. C. Mikell have char- 
tered the Columbia (S. C.) Oil Mill & Fertilizer 
Company, capital stock $25,000, to erect an oil 
mill and fertilizer factory. 


The name of the company reported last 
week as being organized to erect an oil mill 
and guano factory in West Point, Ga., is the 
Planters’ Oil Works & Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The company will also operate a gin- 
nery. The capital stock will be $50,000 or 
$100,000. Thecapacity of the mill will be 30 
tons daily, and machinery for such a mill is 
wanted. 


The Doyle Glass Works in Phillipsburg, Pa., 
which have been idle for several years past, 
are to be started upshortly. A company with 
a capital of $30,000 and the Phoenix Glass 
Company at its back has just been organized. 
The president is John B. Zitsman, and the 
secretary and treasurer, A. Silverman. The 
stockholders are all glass-workers. The name 
of the corporation is the Electric Appliance 
Company, the object being to make electric- 
light globes, etc. 


The Alliance Aluminium Company has been 
formed in London, England, with a capital of 
£500,000, for the purpose of manufacturing 
aluminium, sodium and potassium. The com- 
pany owns the English, German, French and 
Belgian patents of Professor Netto for the re- 
duction of aluminium from its compounds, 
and for the manufacture of sodium and potas- 
sium; the processes of Mr. Cunningham for 
the reduction of the above metals; a process 
for the manufacture of artificial cryolite by 
the regeneration of its slags, provisionally 
protected by the inventor, Mr. Forster, Lone- 
some Chemical Works, Streatham.

A Long Litigation Ended. 


The Court of Appeals on June 12 disposed of 
the case of Childs & Hull (a law firm) vs. Geo. 
J. Seabury. affirming the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, which gave a judgment against 
the defendant for the sum of $11,918 34 and 
costs. The suit has been before the courts 
since 1883. Roger A. Pryor appeared for the 
appellant and William G. Choate for the re- 
spondents. The statement of facts, as claimed 
by the plaintiffs in their brief is as follows: 

“The action is brought to recover damages 
for the breach of an agreement contained in 
articles of limited copartnership under seal, 
bearing date April 20, 1871, made between the 
plaintiff and defendants. The latter, who 
then were copartners, under the firm name of 
Seabury & Porter, were possessed of certain 
assets, which they stated to plaintiffs ex- 
ceeded their liabilities by the sum of 
$10,540 61. On April 20, 1871, at the city 
of New York, the plaintiffs and defend- 
ants formed a limited partnership un- 
der the firm name of Seabury & Porter, 
and executed articles of copartnership under 
their respective hands and seals. The business 
of the copartnership was the dealing in drugs, 
medicines, and such commodities as were usu- 
ally dealt in by druggists, wholesale and re- 
tail. The copartnership was to continue for 
one year, from April 30, 1871. The plaintiffs 
were the special partners therein and paid in 
the sum of $10,000 in cash, at the commence- 
ment of said copartnership. 

“The defendants were the general partners, 
and in and by said articles of copartnership 
agreed to contribute to the capital stock of 
said copartnership the entire amount of their 
stock of goods, store fixtures, contracts and 
all other assets and property belonging to them 
or then in the store oecupied by them at 
88 Maiden Lane, New York, which were 
estimated to be $10,54061 over and above the 
debts and liabilities of the old firm of Seabury 
& Porter, which firm they had heretofore com- 
posed. 

“The defendants, in consideration of the 
contribution of $10,000 by plaintiffs to the 
capital stock, agreed with the plaintiffs, 
among other things, that the defendants 
would assume, pay and discharge all the 
existing indebtedness of the old firm of Sea- 
bury & Porter. The plaintiffs were induced 
to contribute the $10,000 by the covenant and 
agreement. They thereby undertook, by 
necessary implication, to use the capital con- 
tributed by the plaintiffs in the business of 
the firm. The defendants did not as- 
sume, pay, nor discharge the existing 
indebtedness of the old firm of Sea- 
bury & Porter, nor use the capital so paid 
in by the plaintiffs in the business of the firm, 
but on the contrary, shortly after the forma- 
tion of the copartnership with the plaintiffs, 
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without the knowledge or consent of tne plain- 
tiffs, applied the capital contributed by the 
plaintiffs to the payment of debts and liabili- 
ties.

The Referee found the plaintiff's damages for 
the violation of the agreement to be the ;: um 


of $11,918.34, after deducting all sums thereto- 


fore received by the plaintiffs out of the assets. 

“On the 19th of Apri', 1872, upon the repre- 
sentation of the defendants that the copart- 
nership had made a protit of about $7,000, the 
plaintiffs, in ignorance of the fact that the 
special capital contributed by them had been 
used by the defendants in the payment of the 
debts of the old firm, consented to continue 
andextend the copartnership until July 1, 
1875. Six months after such renewal, and on 
or about October 21, 1872, the firm became in- 
solvent, failed, and made a general assign- 
ment of allits property for the benefit of its 
creditors to Edward A. Phelps, jr. Thereafter 
a composition was made with the creditors of 
the firm, who were paid twenty-five cents on 
the dollar, and the assignee and the defendants 
were released and discharged from all claims 
and demands on the part of the creditors of 
the firm. These facts were testified to and not 
contradicted. The defendants concealed from 
plaintiffs, by false entries in the books, their 
violation of the partnership agreement. It 
was not until after the failure of the firm the 
plaintiffs learned that the defendants had 
used the capital contributed by plaintiffs to 
the payment of the debts of the old firm. The 
articles of copartnership provided that at the 
termination of the partnership the defendants 
should pay to the plaintiffs in cash the amount 
by each of them respectively contributed to 
the capital stock together with their share of 
any profits. About April, 1872, the defendants 
paid to plaintiffs the sum of $2,519.85, which 
they stated were plaintiffs share of 
the profits. After the failure of the firm 
the plaintiffs realized for the assets, under 
an arrangement with the defendants, the sum 
of $1,072.42. The sums were applied by the 
referee in reduction of the plaintiffs’ damages. 

“The defendant Porter was not served with 
process and did not appear in the action. De- 
fendant Seabury appeared and _ interposed 
answer wherein he admits the execution of 
the partnership agreement and the failure of 
the firm, but denies the other allegations of 
the complaint, and set up as a defense the six 
years statute of limitations. The defendant 
Seabury appealed from the judgment entered 
on the referee's report. 

“Upon a former trial before a referee, the 
same facts substantially were found except 
the facts now found that the failure was 
caused by the misuse of the capital contrib- 
uted by the plaintiffs, and that thereby the 
capital so contributed was lost to the plaint- 
iffs. Judgment was rendered for the plaintiffs, 
but reversed for want of proof of actual 
damage, it not being found that the failure 
was caused by the breach of the covenant. 
This Supreme Court then held that with such 
proof of actual damage the plaintiffs could re- 
cover for breach of the implied covenant to 
use the capital contributed by the plaintiffs in 
the business. The essential fact of actual 
damage is thus supplied as the case now 
stands. 

“For the first time on this second trial, the 
defendants made the point that there was a 
misjoinder of plaintiffs and that the plaintiffs 
were severally and jointly interested in the 
damages sought to be recovered. This point 
was held by tho referee to be taken too late, 
not being set up by answer or demurrer. To 
this ruling the defendant excepted.”

Salem Lead Works Burned, 


Last Thursday just before closing time at 
the Salem Lead Company’s Works, at the foot 
of Saunders street, in Salem Mass, fire was dis- 
covered on one of the upper floors of the main 
mill, near the ventilating tower leading from 
the basement to the roof. The employes ral- 
lied and attempted to extinguish the flames 
with the fire appliances, but they found it im- 
possible, and an alarm was sounded. When 
the department arrived the firemen found the 
interior of the building, a large wooden struc- 
ture, some four stories high and 125 to 150 feet 
long, in a blaze. Chief Arnold caused the sec- 
ond and a third alarm to be promptly pulled, 
calling his entire force. The fire was well 
handled and confined to the main mill, in 
which it orginated, and the one-story addition, 
in which was the engine and boiler. Thelarge 
wooden corroding house, next east of the 
main building; and a wooden storehouse were 
saved, The mill building was practically de- 
stroyed, only a useless shell being left. In 
this building were six large pans for molten 
lead, said to be very expensive, and reported 
as being worth $6,000 each; the grinding ap- 
partus, comprising 12 burr mills, and several 
granite mills and other apparatus, all of which 
was destroyed. The material on the lower 
floor was largely, it is said, the manufactured 
product, and is not believed to be greatly 


damaged. The amount of lead in the buildin 
is variously estimated at from 60 to 150 or 3 
tons, The total lossis reckoned at from $50,- 
000 to $60,000. The Salem Lead Company was 
incorporated in 1868, Its capital stock was 
about $150,000 and its product 1,500 tons per 
annum, 
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A New Use for Quicksilver 


The addition of a small quantity of iodide of 
mercury to skins is found to effectually pre- 
vent fermentation setting in, and at the same 
time to produce no injurious effects in the 
subsequent tanning operations. It is said that 
the mercury salt actsas a preservative of the 


constituents of the tannin liquors, and that | 


leather produced from skins that have been 
previously treated in this manner is superior 
to that tanned in the ordinary way. Messrs. 
Collin & Benoist, the French chemists, who 
have experimented with th's anti-ferment, 
state that it completely prevents the liquefac- 
tion of the gelatine which takes place in put- 
refying hides, and thus saves them from this 
loss. Agsaving is also effected by its use in 
the preyention of decomposition of the tannin 
in the tanning liquid which is usually hastened 
by the introduction of the hides when in a 
state of decomposition, The amount of iodide 
of mercury required is so small that there is 
no possible danger from poisoning, either to 
the workmen or to those subsequently using 
the leather, in its use,

Loaning Oil. 


So long as the buyers of oil persist in loaning 
it out, to enable the shorts to deliver what they 
do not possess, the market must be depressed. 
Suppose, for illustration, A owns 5,000 barrels 
of oiland wants the price to advance. With 
the object in view of stiffening the market he 
bids for 5,000 more. B, who owns no oil, sells 
6,000 to A, and then turns around and borrows 
the oil of C to make the delivery. Then A has 
10,000 barrels, which he loans to some other 
man, who in turn causes a further depr -+ssion 
by selling it. In this way there isa big ficti- 
tious weight on the market all the time. The 
holders of oil are continually putting capital 
in the hands of short sellers. Take a parallel 
case in some other business. Suppose A and B 
are engaged in the grocery business. A has 
5,000 bushels of potatoes for which he paid $1 
per bushel and he can retail them at $1.50 per 
bushel because B has none to sell. But instead 
of doing this he loans his 5,000 bushels of pota- 
toes to B, and B, to depress the market, offers 
the whole lot at 75 cents. With this large lot 
offered at 75 cents, the farmer concludes he is 
lucky if he sells his stock at 50 cents. Accord- 
ingly he sells. Then B's pigeons pick upa 
good stock at that price, returns A his one- 
dollar potatoes, turns in and floods the market 
at 75 cents, makes a good profit, compels A to 
sustain the loss,and when the deal is com- 
pleted goes to A again, borrows his potatoes 
and cuts him open again.— Blizzard.

Oxidation of Drying Oils. 


In one of a series of papers upon the chem- 
istry of the drying oils,read at the last meeting 
of the Vienna Academy of sciences (Chgm. 
Zeit., May 27, p. 710), Messrs. Bauer ond Hazura 
treat of the action of the atmospheric oxy- 
gen upon drying oi, and oleic acid. They 
state that the oxidation of drying oils and 
oleic acid depends notonly upon an addition 
oxygen, analogous so the addition of a halo- 
gen,but that there occurs besides a rearrange- 
ment of the oxygen. ‘The oxidation is said to 
proceed more rapidly in proportion as the 
quantity of linoleic acid prepondrates over 
that of isolinoleic acid. The authors further 
state that the oxidation of thin layers of dry- 
ing oils commences with the glycerin of the 
olein, palmatin and myristicin, by which the 
respective fat acids are set free. 

In another paper Messrs Hazura and Gruss- 
ner reported that the peculiar liquid fatty 
acid of castor oil yields upon oxidation, be- 
sides trioxystearic acid, melting at 142°-141° C., 
an isotrioxystearic acid, melting at 110°-111° C., 
but no dyoxystearic acid. They consider, 
therefore, the liquid fatty acid of crstor oil to 
be not a homogeneous body, but a mixture of 
two isomeric acids, having the formula C,,H- 
3403,—one of which ricinoleic acid yields upon 
oxidation the trioxystearic acid, while the 
other ricinisoleic acid, yields the isotrioxy- 
stearic acid.

To Detect Cotton or Sesame Oil in Olive 
Oil. 


BY M. MILLIAU. 

The author has applied Becchi’s test (Amer. 
Jour. Phar.. 1887, p. 280), based upon the reduc- 
ing action of cotton oi] upon argentic nitrate, 
but be finds that some varietics of the pure 
olive oil give a slight reduction, owing to cer- 
tain causes which he points out. If, however, 
the fatty acids be first separated and the test 
be then applied to them, the acids from pure 
olive oil give no reduction, while those from 
cotton oil always reduce the silver. On this 
assumption he has based the following process: 
Place 15c.c. of the oil into a porcelain basin 
and warm itup to 110° C. Make a mixture of 
15 c.c. of a solution of sodium bydrate (40° B.) 
with 15 c.c. of alcohol of 92°, and add this solu- 
tion very gradually to the heated oil, taking 
care that the temperature is maintained dur- 
ing the process. When a homogeneous mass 
has been obtained, distilled water is added 
drop by drop, so as not to cool the paste or to 
form clots, and this is continued until 500 c.c. 
of water have been introduced. The whole 
having been boiled for a few minutes, dilute 
sulphuric acid (1 to 10) is added, so as to produce 
a slight excess of acidity and the fatty acids 
are thus obtained floating on the surface. The 
author does not seem to consider it necessary 
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to wash these acids, but he simply removes 
about 5¢.c. by means of asilver spoon, and 
puts this amount of the separated acids into a 
test tube with 20c.c. of alcohol, and warms 
until dissolved. To this liquid he adds 2 c.c. of 
a 30 per cent. solution of argentic nitrate, and 
heats the whole on the water bath until about 
one-third of the fluid is evaporated off, when 
| the test is complete. If the olive oil be pure, 
the fatty acids remain unaltered, but if cotton 
oil be present theacids float to the surface as 
a black paste. By this method the author has 
eusily detected a one per cent. adulteration. 

For sesame oil—To recognize the presence of 
this oil in olive oil, the author finds that Bau- 
douin’s reagent is the best, but here also a 
pure oil may be unjustly condemned when 
working on the oil itself. If, however, the 
separation of the fatty acids be first carried 
out, the results are accurate. In this case, af- 
ter saponification and separation of the acids, 
they must be perfectly dried at 110°C. They 
are then put into a tube and shaken up with 
Baudouin's reagent (hydrochloric acid and su- 
gar). when the characteristic red color will be 
produced, 
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Oil of Jatropha Cureas. 


I The oil from the seed of jatropha curcas, 
which under the name “oleum ricini majoris” 
or“oleum infernale” was formerly used in 
medicine, is reported to be imported in large 
quantities into Portugal, for emyloyment as a 
burning oil and material for soap making, and 
also, improbable as it may seem, as an adulte- 
rant of olive oil. A genuine sample of the oil 
obtained by expressing the seeds in the cold, 
recently examined by Herr Horn, is rescribed 
as having a slight peculiar odor and a faint 
yellowish color. At the temperature of 9° C. 
it begah to separate white flocks of stearine, 
etc.,,and at 0° it was perfectly solid. It was 
almost insoluble in alcohol, and had a density 
of 09192 at 15°C. The other data given are 
Herner’s number, 879; Reichert’s number, 0°65; 
Kottstorfer’s number, 230°5; and Hubl’s num- 
ber, 127, Curcas oil therefore differs essential- 
ly from castor oil in its insolubility in alcohol, 
greater density and higher saponification and 
iodine numbers. Its addition to olive oil 
could be detected by the raising of the Reich- 
ert’s, Kortstorfer’s and Hubl’s numbers. 
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Cocoanut Oil Trade in Cuba. 


Mr. T. L. Harrison, of the United States 
Commercial Agency, Baracoa, Cuba, in a re- 
cent report mentions that the exportations 
from that port are exclusively cocoanuts and 
bananas, all of which are exported tothe 
United States. Baracoa possesses one cocoa- 
nut oil mill that uses 54,000 cocoanuts per 
month, The average number of barrels of co- 
coanut oil shipped per annum is 4,000, all of 
which is utilized on the island, being shipped 
to Havana and Santiago de Cuba, and distrib- 
uted from there to the different parts of the 
island. It requires on an average twenty- 
three cocoanuts to make one gallon of oil. Af- 
ter the oil has been pressed from the cocoanut 
the refuse is fed to horses, cows and pigs; any 
excess is used asa _ fertilizer, which is equal to 
Peruvian guano, and is called cocoanut cake. 
Most if not all of the planters receive advanc- 
es upon their crops. which are exclusively co- 
coanuts and bananas, There are three firms 
that control the exportation of the cocoanuts 
and bananas,

The Saccharine Trade in London. 


Saccharine has attracted considerable atten- 
tion in London and the grocery trade has now 
“got on to it.” The article is so much appre- 
ciated that it is being sold and delivered in in- 
creasing quantities by the grocers in some lo- 
calities, while in others it is hardly known, 
apparently because the retailers have not 
taken sufficient pains to keep the commodity 
before the publiceye. It is said that, partly 
through this neglect, the chemists and drug- 
gists in the neighborhoods referred to are tak- 
ing up the trade as a desirable addition to 
their sales.

Class. 
WINDOW GLASS, 

The market for this variety of glass is wholly 
unchanged from last week. The demand is 
reported as moderate and has called for little 
comment. A dispatch sent out from Pitts- 
burg on June 15 was to the following effect: 
“All the window glass factories in this section 
will close to-night, in accordance with a reso- 
lution adopted at the recent convention, The 
shut-down will continue nntil September 1, 
and longer unless the workers and employers 
agree ona wage scale for the next tire. The 
former want a continuance of the present 
wages, while the latter claim that a reduction 
of from 10 to 20% is necessary. No trouble is 
expected by the workers. By the shut-down 
here about 3,000 men will be given a vacation.” 
The quotations are identical with those given 
in our previous issue, the discounts on Amer- 
ican being 75 and 5275 and 10%, On French 
the discounts are 70, l0and 5% to buyers of less 
than 25 boxes, with an extra discount of 5¢ on 
purchases of 25 to 200 boxes, with 10¢on more 
than 200 boxes, provided that the purchases 
have been made during the calendar month. 
It is immaterial whether purchases are con- 
fined to one house or distributed among all 
the importers. 

PLATE GLASS, 

No important changes are not iceable in the 
market for plate. Prices are still unsatisfac- 
tory, and the volume of the business doing is 
small, which fact is of course not unexpected.

Butler County Oil Lands, 


A correspondent of the Oi] City Derrick, 
writing from Butler gives the following inter- 
esting opinion of the Butler county sands: 

Being requested to give some data on the oil 
sands of Butler county, and pressed to give 
the same for early publication, the writer in 
the beginning disclaims all blame for the many 
errors to be found herein,owing to the absence 
of all field notes of any kind whatever. 

In all previous reports your correspondent 
has never spoken of Thorn Creek, Bald Ridge, 
Reibold and Saxonburg rock as any other sand 
than the “lower sand.” There has always been 
a jumble or a mix as to whether the sand from 
which the wells on the greatarch from Saxon- 
burg to Glade Run produced their oi] was 
third or fourth sand. To my mind the sand 
wasthe lower sand of Butler county, and 
while belonging to the third or fourth Strata, 
was certaiply nearer the former than the lat- 
ter.

Vegetable Oils. 
TUESDAY EVENING, June 19, 1888. 

The local market for linseed oil is resting on 
a steady basis and business is reported brisk 
for all brands. City oil continues to be quoted 
firm at 56c and western oil at 2c in a jobbing 
way. There are no influences in this market 
to disturb values, but an unsettled fecling 
still prevails in the west, as will be seen by 
reference to our Chicago letter. 

The cotton oil market has been improved in 
price by recent developments which would 
not be considered important in an ordinary 
condition of the market, but at the present 
time are sufficient to cause a material change 
in the views of holders. The results during 
the week, although of a trifling nature 
indicate that. the market is in a 
sensitive condition, and that the smallest de- 
tails of business are watched by all the traders. 
There has been more inquiry for crude, and off 
color has beea taken when prime crude could 
not be had at the bids, and this was particu- 
larly the case in a lot of 800 bbls which was re- 
leased on private terms on Monday, but said 
to have been at 414%c. Other lots during the 
week commanded 40@41lc for off color and 42c 
for prime, making the total sales of crude 
fully 1,500 bbls. Since these transactions there 
has been a perceptible elevation of views, re- 
sulting in 43c being bid to-day without takers. 
Holders are quoting 44c for prime crude oil 
and act very reservedly in their offers, Sum- 
mer yellow is likewise in a firm posi- 
tion at 47@48c, without any disposition being 
manifested to release large quantities except at 
higher figures. The trade in summer yellow 
has been confined to lots of 50 and 100 bbls, and 
choice oil has been taken for export at 38@ 
38l6c. White summer is holditg its own at 48¢ 
and the winter grades are unchanged. Soap 
stock is offering at 1%c with the probability 
good that 134c will buy. There has been a 
noticeable increase of inquiry from the West 
for crude and refined oil which would indicate 
that supplies in that quarter are about ex- 
hausted.

The only movement is on ex- 
isting contracts. 

Saponified red oil is slightly easier,’ being 
quoted at 4c per lb, ora fraction below pre- 
vious figures. There is no apparent cause for 
the decline other than the quiet business inci- 
dent tothe summer season. Elaine red oil is 
quoted at 334@34c, but has only a moderate 
outlet. 

The only businesset New Bedford during the 
week was a sale of 250 bbls of northern whale 
oil for export at a price which has not trans- 
pired.

Lard has been on an easier basis and quoted 
lower than this time last week.

The Indian Candle Trade. 





The following information respecting the 
Indian candle trade is extracted from a 
pamphlet written by Mr. George Watt, re- 
porter on economic products to the Goyern- 
ment of India: 


The process of candle-making, as practiced 
in Lucknow by the chandler or Batti-saz, is 
very simple, and only the rudest kinds are 
made, resembling what are called in England 
“dips.” 


The native chandler splits a long bamboo 
and makes a large ‘hoop with it, and this he 
suspends from the ceiling, or else he has a 
rough round table. At intervals, in the 
circumference he cuts notches or grooves, 
and from these he suspends country cotton 
thread. He boils up fat (charbi) in a caldron, 
and when it is at boiling point he takes a huge 
spoon or ledle (Karchha) with a hole in the 
bottom, and filling it, so places it that the 
cooling liquid trickles down the suspended 
thread. These candles are made without 
reference to weight, but solely with reference 
to weight, which ranges from a span (balisht) 
to an ell (hath thar), 


Six seers of raw charbi cost about one rupee, 
and when boiled are reduced to 54% seers. The 
fuel consumed is 5 seers of wood, costing one 
anna. Two men will make a pachinel (mis- 
cellaneous) lot of candles ina day with these 
materials, and 144 chitticks of country thread 
to make wicks. The cost per thread will be 
about one anna. The workmen receive only 
six pais each per diem, and one anna for mis- 
cellanecous expenses, total 1-6 R, per diem. 
Thus, for an expenditure 0s 1-5 R. the Batti- 
saz produces 54 seers of candle. These he 
sells wholesale at 234 seers for the rupee. This 
gives him 10annas profit. The retailer also 
sells by weight at 244 seers per rupee. 

Colored candles are manufactured in the 
same way. The color is added to the fat 
when it is boiling, and it is estimated to add 
about one anna to the cost price per seer. 
Wholesale dealers sell colored candles by 
weight, but retailers sell them by number. 
(Hoey, “Trade and Manufacturers of North- 
ern India,”’) 


It is interesting to add that the Lahore Gaz- 
etteer alludes to a new industry started in that 
city in whith tallow candles are actually 
moulded, These are described as clean and 
free from smoke “as compared with the oil 
shama-dan or chirag,” and hence “it isno won- 
der they are coming into favor.” Balfour 
states that candles are made at Vizagapatam, 
Goa, Malabar, Patna, Colcutta, and Berham- 
pore. The largest trade in both wax and tal- 
low is conducted in Bombay, a fact that 
would perhaps point to a considerable candle 
industry probably existing in the Western 
Presidency, 

The imported articles, however, are every- 
where gaining ground. In 1885-86 the quantity 
of candles imported was 2,522,597 Ibs., valued at 
9,42,717 rupees, while in 1875-76 the imports 
amounted to 1,963,875 lbs., estimated to be 
worth 7,91,629 rupees. The exports in 1885-86 
only reached 91,416 lbs., as against 12,622 lbs. in 
1875-76. 

Very little can be learned for certain as to 
the extent Indian fats and oils are employed 
by the native candle makers. Writers on In- 
dian ccononic subjects makes mention of a 
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mited number of vegetable oils in connec- 
tion with candles, but they do not definitely 
say whether they are actually used or are only 
suitable for that purpose. The following may 
be mentined as the more important—Aleurites 
molucaracea, Animerta cocculus, Arachis hy- 
pogeeea, Bassia butyracea, Bassia latifolia 
Camelia theifera, Canarium commune, Corapa 
moluceensis, Cocus nucifera, Exccaria sebi- 
fera, Carcinia indica, Garcinia Morella, Melia 
Azadirachta, Mesua ferrea, Rhus semialata, 
Salvadora oleoides, sapindus trifoliatus, Sesa- 
mum indicum, Sterculia fwetida, Vateria in- 
dica. 

Whether any one of the above is ever likely 
to become an important oil in candle-making 
cannnot at present be definitely asserted. They 
may,collectively, however, be designated the 
India vegetable oils,which at normal tempera- 
tures,show a tendency te become’solid. Thisis 
certainly one point in their favor, but many 
of them are “non-drying oils,’ and doubt- 
less contain an injurious amount of oleic acid.

Protests and Appeals of Importers. 


The following is the exact text of the regu- 
lations issued by the Secretary of the Treasury 
governing protests and appeals in customs 
cases during the next fiscal year: 

To Collectors and other Officers of the Cus- 
toms: 


The following requirements and instructions 
of the Department are published for your 
guidance in the treatment of protests and ap- 
peals from your assessment of duty on im- 
ported merchandise and as supplementary to 
to the requirements of Article 362 and 363, 
General Regulations of 1884, viz.: 


Protests must set forth the name of the im- 
porting vessel, the date of importation, the 
number or numbers of the entries,the dates of 
liquidation, the description of the goods cover 
edthereby, marks and numbers on cases, and 
the provision of law and the rates of duty 
claimed to be applicable to the goods, 


Protests and appeals must be lodged within 
ten and thirty days, respectively, including 
Sundays and holidays, after the date of orig- 
inal liquidation of the entries, and are not 
valid when filed prior to such liquidation. The 
importer’s address should be stated in the 
appeal. 

Importers are restricted to relief claimed in 
their protests and appeals, and such docu- 
ments are applicable only tu the entries and 
goods specified therein, 


Protests and appeals of foreign shippers are 
not valid unless they are also the consignees 
of the goods. Personal and household effects 
of persons arriving in the United States are 
not subject to the requiremeut of protest and 
appeal, 

Reports on appeals should in all cases refer 
by date and number, if printed, to the Depart- 
ment’s decision, if any, on which the assess- 
ment of duty was based. 


The requirements of this Circular, which are 
amendatory of existing regulations, will take 
effect and be enforced on and after the Ist of 
July next.

A New Marine Fuel. 


Last week a test was made on the Harlem 
river of an invention which, it is claimed, will 
furnish speed for small craft without steam, 
and with an entire absence of heat and dust. 
It is well known that the loss of energy is less 
in liquid fuel than in coal, the only difficulty 
inthe way of utilizing the former being its 
volatilization and the danger of an explosion, 
The invention in question, and in which the 
naphtha is used both as motive power and 
fuel, claims to have overcome these difficul- 
ties, 

In the bow of the boat a bulkhead is perfo- 
rated to admit sea water, which circulates 
around a copper tank fitted with a tap screw. 
In this magazine liquid naphtha is stored, and 
from the reservoir a feed and two exhaust

be no explosion. 

The launch on which the test was made was 
20 feet long and designed to develop 6-horse 
power. Ata pressure of 60 poundsaspeed was 
gained a little under eight knots. The boat 
consumed about two gallons of naphtha an 
hour, which at the market value to-day is a 
cost of cents. Any person can learnto run 
one of these engines and to steer at the same 
time. Theentire engine and fittings are less 
than one-fifth the weight of others of the same 
power and occupy a comparatively small 
space. Besides this there are no cinders or 
ashes. The invention is said to be that ofa 
Swede, and at the works near New York there 
are now % boats under construction.

TurspAY EvENING, June 19, 1888. 

The week under review has been notable as 
witnessing a break in the price to below 75c,a 
point which it was not believett wottld be 
¥eached while the deliverieés continued to ex- 
veed the ins, and the stocks showed an almost 
daily diminution. Some of the remote causes 
we have discussed fully heretofore, and it re- 
quires here only that we should take note of 
the direct influence which made the break pos- 
sible. When the well at Bakerstown struck oi) 
it was regarded with ‘some apprehension, as it 
was thought this might possibly open up a new 
territory. Many, however, affected to regard 
it as of little consequence, stating that the 
Butchers had probably struck a pocket of oil 
which would speedily become exhausted and 
Other ventures in that vicinity would show 
that there wae tio important pool underlying 
the territory contiguous to Bakerstown. The 
next well to reach the sand in that vicinity was 
something over two miles distant and has 
found oil in fair quantity, though not yet far 
enough in the producing sand to determine the 
probable productiveness' of the well. 
This has tended to confirm the views 
of those who believed that oil in 
paying qualities could be found about 
Bakerstown, and this is the immediate cause of 
the break in price. The progress of other wells 
being drilled in that vicinity is watched with 
keen interest, and the opinion is now gaining 
ground that the vicinity of Bakerstown wil} 
prove a market-breaker, and will hereafter 
play an important part in the future supply. 
This, however, is mere speculation, the correct- 
ness of which time and further drilling alone 
can determine. As the matter stands at pres- 
ent, the break in the market can hardly be said 
to be warranted by the situation, and a reac- 
tion is naturally looked for, though other in- 
fluences may tend to modify or retard such a 
change. Whether the lower prices will give an 
impetus to speculative operations remains to 
be seen, but it is probable the operators on 
the long side are apprehensive of the results of 
further drilling in the new field, and may not 
give the market much support. The develop- 
ments of the next two or three weeks 
are therefore awaited with unusual interest’ 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 5,814,000 bbls 
against 7,322,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 17,200,000 bbls, against 27,872,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 34,852,000 bbbls against 48,906,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Fri- 
day, when 7734¢c was touched, The lowest 
point of the week was 72c,and was touched 
to-day. The opening price last Wed- 
nesday was 77}¢c, and the close this evening 
was at 74c, showing a loss as the result of the 
week's trading of 3!4c, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 5c. 

The news from the producing regions has 
been meager and all sections are overshadow- 
hd by the importance attached to the Bakers- 
town district. In the Bakerstown well, pop- 
ularly called the Butcher's well, what is sup- 
posed to be the top of the *“‘hundred foot” 
rock was reached at 1,445 feet, and oil was tap- 
ped at 1,725. And now arises the vexed ques- 
tion, is the oi] from the regular third or fourth 
sand, or is it from the vagabond “thirty foot?” 
If itisareguler sand oil the Butchers havea 
bonanza indeed. They have 1,640 acres leased, 
and speculation runs high in their minds, 
They ask $850,000 for their well and leases. 
Old operators cannot see even $100,000 in the 
property, as there is so much doubt as 
to the true character of the territory. 
There are 19 Pittsburg butchers interesed 
with Patrick Hennigahan in the property. 
Each paid in $500 to form a limited company 
and proposed drilling for test wells. They 
were pleasantly surprised at discovering oil in 
their first venture. The well is about eight 
miles from Saxonburg, which is the nearest 
pool. But within a mile there is a well pro- 
ducing from the “hundred foot.” Patrick 
Hannigahan, a prosperous farmer of Highland 
township, Allegheny county, is the pioneer of 
the Barkerstown oil pool. He was a market- 
man and frequently traded with the Pittsburg 
butchers. Some time ago he became seizéd of 
the notion that there was a pool of oil under 
hisfarm. The nearest oi) well,the way the 
crow fties, was eight miles, and his neighbors 
had little faith in his ideas. But he had his 
theories and continued to present them to bis 
butcher friends who had money, and to his 
neighbors who had land. Finally nineteen 
butchers joined him and they formed a com- 
pany, each contributing $500, making a cap- 
ital of $10,000. Leases were secured 
of the most promising form until 1,640 
acres were on record for the company. 
The latter agreed to drill four test wells. The 
members had faith that they would find oil, 
but were utterly surprised when the first wel) 
yielded over 100 barrels per day. It is reported 
that Hennigahan has heen offered $12,000 for 
his one-twentieth interest in thé well and 
leases. His partners tendered him that sum. 
However, he owns several hundred acreg of 
land, and, as he rests easy financially, he says 
he will see if there is not a bonanza lying dor- 
mant under that portion of Highland town- 
ship, The National Transit Company bas laid 


a line from the well toa six-inch line about 
three miles distant. There are sey- 
eral wells located by operators not 
connected with the Butchers’s Company. 
Capt. Grace, once prominent in the oil trade, 
paid $500 bonus for a 25-acre lease, which he 
was informed lay within a quarter of a mile of 
the Butchers’ well. When he visited the scene 
he found his lease to be quite a mile from the 
new producer, 


Wednesday, June 13. 


The first sale effected this morning was at 
77}4c which was a gain of 3¢c over the close of 
last evening, but the addition of one point was 
all that could be accomplished and 77%c re- 
mained the highest price of the day. There 
was very little trading, barely sufficient to 
bring changes in the quotations, which of 
itself may have been the cause of the decline 
which set in toward noon, though the weak- 
ness was still attributed to the threatening 
Bakerstown feature, news from which was 
eagerly scanned. After the downward course 
set in it was not arrested until 7644c was 
reached during the noon hour, after which a 
little scalping activity brought the figures up 
several] points, but late in the day the market 
again weakened and the closing figure was 
76l4c, making a loss for the day of le under a 
range of 13¢c. Trading was duli throughout 
and resulted in sales of only 542,000 bbls. The 
field reports were to the effect that the Fergus 
Homestead well had been drilled steadily since 
Monday and was now doing7 bbls per hour. 
The Plymire well was four bits in the sand 
with no oil or gas. The Kuntz Martin No. 2 at 
Taylorstown refuses to flow and is regarded as 
a small producer. The Cameron No.2 was 
three bits in the sand but had no oil.

Afew buyers then coming to the front 
the fractions were steadily added until the 
price reached 774gc which was the highest 
reached to-day. The market soon sagged off 
for want of interest,and fluctuating but a few 
points with 77c the prevailing figure, and this 
was also the closing price. Trading was dull 
and mostly confined to scalping operations, 
which resulted in sales of 826,000 bbls. The 
close showed a loss forthe day of 3c under 
a range of 4c. There was nothing of interest 
worthy of note beyond the reports from the 
producing field which were to the effect that 
the Bakerstown well was doing bbls per 
day, and that drilling would not be resumed 
before Saturday.

The decline did not 
stop, however, and the first decided check to 
the break was effected when the figures neared 
7c. At 73!4c there wasa halt, but after some 
minor fluctuations there was an effort to ham- 
mer the market, which proved successful, and 
brought the lowest price of the day down to 
72%c. After this there was a half-hearted 
rally and the market finally closed at T3e, 
This made a loss for the day of 
Sge under a range to fluctuations of 44c, 
‘Trading as a whole was good, and the scalping 
operations large, while at the close it was ap- 
parent that the short interest was not so large 
and there appeared to prevail the impression 
that a reaction would follow, though the news 
from the Bakerstown section will doubtless de- 
termine the course of the market, The sales 
for the day footed up 2,060,000 bbls. From 
Butler came the report that the Schlegel No.6 
was doing 15 bbls per hour. The Guckert No. 
2 had stopped and refused to flow, the drill hav- 
ing encountered salt water. The Butchers’ 
well at Bakerstown was doing 66 bbls a day. 
The Calhoun we!l on the Montgomery farm, 
2% miles east of Bakerstown, was two hits in 
the sand and made two small flows. This is 
thought to prove the Bakerstown district yal- 
uable as oil territory, and news of other wells 
in that vicinity are awaited with feverish inter-

Petroleum Fuel in Glass Making. 


For the past week the San Francisco and 
Pacific Glass Works have been using crude 
petroleum for heating purposes, with a view 
to demonstrating its vastly superior qualities 

as fuel, from an economical standpoint. The 
oil is pumped from an 1,800 gallon storage 
tank, 275 feet away from the furnace, through 
a 144 inch pipe, and is delivered at the burner 
under a pressure of aboout 25 pounds, Here 
it is met by a steam jet with a pressure just 
sufficient to spray it upon the retort chamber. 
There are now available two burners, but it is 
found that one will easily keep the 16 foot ata 
white heat. The spray is not thrown directly 
against the crucibles, but is first regenerated 
in a hot air blast, which consumes all volatile 
gases and particles that may be held in suspen- 
sion, converting them into a colorless, odor- 
less, permanent gas. Whatever surplusage of 
oil may be pumped up is conveyed to an over- 
flow pipe back to the storage tank. All the 
oil pipes and the tank itself are from 2103 
feet underground, and the tank is W feet from 
the nearest building. The economic advant- 
ages of the petroleum as fuelare many. In 
the first place there is not the least trace of 
smoke or gas anywhere noticeable, even in the 
furnaces or at the top of the stack. This, con- 
sequently, enables a superior article of glass 
to be made, and renders the work entirely un- 
objectionable to the neighborhood. The oil, 
moreover, costs only $1.50 per barrel, Four 


barrels of the oil are equal in heating value to 
one ton of coal. As the furnace requires 
about eight tons of coal per day, there isa 
saving of about $70 a day. The oil, which 
comes from the Ventura wells, is about 80° 
flash test, which, as this test practically 
proves, is more than sufficient. 

The company employs about 150 men and 
boys and has a weckly pay roll of $2,000. Thus 
it is that such manufacturing industries prac- 
tically benefit the people of this city, the 
working people, who most need it, and, as Mr. 
Newman said, “the manufacturers of this 
coast cannot compete against the Eastern 
companies who use natural gas, unless an un- 
just and unwise law is repealed, and unless 
they may use oil as fuel.”"— Alta.

Saccharine in France. 


The following is a translation of a circular 
addressed by the French Director-General of 
Customs to the heads of French customs hous- 
es calling their attention to the importation 
of saccharine: 

“A new chemical product, derived from coal 
tar, and which has received the name of sac- 
charine, has made its appearance in the com- 
mercial world, Although not possessing the 
elementary composition of vegetable sugars, 
this substance has a sweet flavor, sensibly ex- 
ceeding in intensity that of sugar properly so- 
called, The high price (about 130 fr. per kilog) 
at which saccharine is at preshnt sold, would 
appear to militate against the development of 
its consumption,if not for certain special uses. 
Be that as it may, the Administration, desiring 
to follow the movement of the importation of 
saccharine, either pure or in a mixed atate, 
request you to invite the service to take note 
of the quantities which shall henceforth be in- 
troduced. You should inform me of these in- 
troductions,and forward me particulars which 
you may be able to gather of the use of the 
product, its value, ete. 

“T may add that saccharine is admissible free 
of duty, as coming under the category of 
‘chemical products derived from coal tar.’ ™ 

Appended to the above circular was a copy 
of a letter addressed on the 20th February last 
by the Director-General of Indirect taxes to 
the various agents, calling their attention to 
the subject of the introduction of saccharine 
into commerce, and requesting to be informed 
of any 4dacts which would lead to the supposi- 
tion that saccharine has been used in the place 
of ordinary sugar, with a view to its taxation 
in the event of such an employment.

Discussion on Raye’s Process for the 


Utilization of Sludge Acid.* 


Dr. J. Campbell Brown said that there wasa 
very considerable market for a varnish which 
would stand high temperatures. At present 
there was no good cheap varnish suitable for 
such purposes as japanning locomotives, and 
he would be glad to hear whether these hydro- 
carbons would stand the temperature of a 
high-pressure boiler. He was sorry to seea 
city like Liverpool, which produced encrmous 
quantities of tar products, leaving their full 
differentiation to be accomplished almost en- 
tirely abroad. It was true that they had two 
large works, which effected a partial separa- 
tion, but the great bulk of their crude tar was 
differentiated elsewhere. 

Mr. N. Tate had had great difficulties with 
this very product some years back, and his 
experience was that when they tried to burn 
it, it corroded and wore away their stills; 
when they would have distilled it, it created a 
nuisance; and when they made an attempt to 
utilize it for flooring it refused toset. The 
most interesting part of the process to him 
was the mixing of the metallic particles with 
the tar to get rid of the sulphuric acid, which 
fad q)ways been one of his great difficulties. 
There had been some mention of a profit to be 
derived from the s}))phate of iron so produced, 
but that was problematical, The great point 
was, that once the sulphuric acid was re- 
moved, the material became available for 
many purposes to which ordinary pitch pro- 
ducts eould not be applied, such as varnish or 
asphalt, and he therefore considered the 
author's method of remaving the acid as well 
worth attention. 

Mr, McArthur said he had been much inter- 
ested in the paper, as he had been acquainted 
with a similar product in connection with the 
Scotch oil industry, There they had acid tars 
from refining shale oils somewhat similar to 
those produced in refining American petro- 
leums, and almost identical with the German 
petroleum acid tars, In Scotland it was 
worked up by steaming with water and open 
steam, the bulk of the sulphuric acid being at 
onee yemoved, so that the steamed tar only 
eontained 6 or 8 per cent. of sulphuric acid, 
This dilyte sulphupjc acid was used on the 
spot, generally for meking sy]phate of ammo- 
nia, which was also prodyced from the shale. 

As tothe tar which remained after steam- 
ing, it was a yery difficult matter to make it 
marketable, and the great bulk of it was 
burned ynder stills or steam boilers by means 
of steam injectors, By distilling it, either 
with or without neutrajizing, with some of the 
waste soda tars, the product could be sold, but 
at avery low price, The lighter part was a 
very crude oil,used for gas making. The 
heavier part, amounting to 30 to 50 per cent.

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grease, but to refine those products into sweet 
smelling oils seemed to be almost impossible. 

By not pushing the distillation quite so 
far, a pitch of various degrees of hard- 
ness might be obtained, but this was 
seldom good enough to make into var- 
nish. Even when hard and brittle in 
itself, after dissolving in naphtha, the film al- 
ways remained dull and sticky when at all 
warm; even the heat of the hand made it 
sticky. Another product had been tried in 
Scotland, viz., a somewhat soft pitch,just hard 
enough to bear transport, which could be sold 
to gas works for mixing with ordinary coal 
for gas making. This was much superior to 
the best cannel coal, giving a larger quantity 
of good gas which was easily purified, as the 
bulk of the sulphur remained in the coke. As 
regards the neutralization of the acid in 
Rave's process by iron, it seemed to him that 
seeing that 75 per cent. of the acid could be 
separated by simple steaming, and the dilute 
acid used for the manufacture of dissolved 
bones or sulphate of ammonia, the iron meth- 
od was costly and unnecessary, unless the nas- 
cent hydrogen produced acted chemically on 
the tarry matters, forming a more readily 
marketable substance. He knew that by 
merely steaming the Scotch tars and removing 
the sulphuric acid by soda, the pitch obtained 
after distillation could not be made into good 
varnish; but the material which had been de- 
scribed in the paper might be somewhat differ- 
ent from that, Ist, because made from Ameri- 
can petroleum which contained less basic mat- 
ter than the Scotch; 2d, it might be altered 
chemically by the action of the nascent hydro- 
gen. If this were so, the iron method was es- 
sentially an improvement, otherwise the large 
quantity of iron necessary would appear to be 
rather costly, when the bulk of the acid might 
be obtained by simply steaming. 

Mr. Thompson thought that the last speak- 
ers’ idea about hydrogen must be correct, as 
although oxide of iron would act to some ex- 
tent, they preferred the much more costly 
iron borings simply because they gave a much 
better result. 

Mr. N. Tate said there was a very great dif- 
ference in tarry products, whether they came 
from shale oilsor from Russian or American 
petroleum. He had himself found that the 
tarry products from American petroleum 
were of rather a thicker character than those 
which came from shale, consequently there 
would be more difficulty in the steaming pro- 
cess in removing the sulphuric acid. He did 
not know whether Mr, McArthur had noticed 
that from his*own experience ?! 

Mr. McArthur replied that the crude Scotch 
tars were thinner, and contained much more 
basic material than the American. As to the 
sulphate of iron produced in the Rave 
process, was there any difficulty experienced 
from the presence of pyridine and other 
bases which would tend to crystallize out 
toa certain extent? Was the sulphate of iron 
not contaminated with them? 


Mr. Thompsen said the inventor spoke of 
sulphate of iron and other salts crystallizing 
out, and he (Mr. Thompson) was wondering 
what these other salts were, but believed they 


were organic substances. 


Mr. Tate said he did not think there was any 


doubt on that point. When water or steam 
was brought into contact with the thick tarry 


mass they were washed out, and the tar left in 


a more pure condition,

These tars or residues, whether they are ob- 
tained through distilling or refining, all yield, | 
when subjected to a certain treatment, bitu- 
minous products having different properties, 
according to the origin of the substance un- 
der treatment. 

There are between petroleum oils of various 
sources sensible differences, These are more 
especially appreciable in the by-products. 
However these differences are not such that a 
common origin, that of the natural hydrocar- 
bon naphtha or petroleum, cannot be assigned 
to them. 

It is not the same with the by-products or- 
iginating from other sources. We may quote, 
amongst others, the tar from shales, lignite, 
boghead-coal, those froma vegetable or ani- 
mal source, &c. All these products, treated 
and brought into the bituminous state,possess 
properties differing very greatly one with an- 
other, and rendering them suitable for the 
most varied applications. One of the sources 
of these tars yield a bitumen suitable for the 
manufacture of a varnish resisting a high 
temperature,and applicable to the uses named 
by Dr. Campbell Brown, namely, japaning 
parts of locomotives. &c. This bitumen has a 
great analogy with the bitumen of Juder. It 

issolvesin petroleum naphtha and in sul- 
phide of carbon like natural bitumen. 

Other sources of carburetted by-products 
yield, when subjected to our method of 
treatment, pure and very dense bitumens, 
which have a high melting point, are easily 
reduced into a powder (this is not the 
case with other bitumens), and are suitable 
for numerous important applications. These 
bitumens are not soluble in naptha, nor in 
sulphide of carbon either. 

It results from the foregoing that those pro- 
ducts which were formerly cumbersome and 
valueless become, when treated by the method 
we are recommending, a source of useful pro- 
ducts and important profits. 

The method employed by us for the purpose 
of separating the acids combined with the 
by-products is highly preferable to those 
mentioned in the course of the discussion. 
These well-known processes do not give favor- 
able results, The process consisting in evap- 
orating the acid, besides destroying the vessels 
wherein the operation takes place, chars the 
useful product, 2nd deprives it of the quali- 
ties it should possess. Washing in water is 
not practicable, and the neutralization by 
means of alkalis and oxides is costly, and does 
not yield, by a long way, such products as 
those we obtain by the treatment wth a 
m>tal. 

‘These expenses connected with our method 
of treatment are small; the salts obtained com- 
pensate the cost of manufacture, and great 
quantities can be managed without difficulty. 

Our method of chemical decomposition by 
means of metals, and more especially by means 
of iron, and by maceration, is based upon the 
influence of hydrogen in the nascent state, 
said hydrogen being sheltered from the action 
of joxygen, and in direct contact with the 
carbon, Without going into a_ detailed 
scientific explanation of the operation which 
takes place, we can, however, affirm that the 
hydrogenation of the carbon is evident, 

We may quote the following fact in support 
of this theory; 

If we take tars, remove the acid contained 
therein by the means known hitherto, such as 
neutralization, evaporation, ete., and subject 
the product thus obtained to distillation, we 
obtain only a small quantity of tarry sub- 
stance possessing little fluidity. If, on the 
contrary, we treat by distillation the bitumen 
refined by our metalic treatment, we obtain 
as much as 50 per cent. of oils of various den- 
sities (naphthas), about 8 or 10 per cent. of oils 
similar to lamp petroleum, and lastly, some 
heavy oils. 

Where do these numerous hydrocarbons 
come from? Are they not the result of a new 
tixation of the nascent hydrogen acting on the 
carbon? 

We repeat it, the operation which takes 

lace under the conditions we have set fcrth 

a mysterious one. It would seem to confirm 
the opinion of chemists who ascribe the forma- 
tion of natural hydrocarbons to the combined 
action, under special conditions, of carbon, 
hydrogen, sulphur, and other metallic sub- 
stances, In our method of working all these 
elements are present, and the decomposition 
which takes place is worthy of the study of 
scientific men more authorized to speak on 
this matter than the author of this reply. I 
merely limit myself to mentioning the simple 
material fact, as I was only trying to discover 
an industrial result, which I haye at last ob 
tained.

Reminiscences of Pithole City. 


Last Wednesday a tax title was made to the 
Thomas Holmden farm, Pithole, for a trifling 
sum, an amount less than $100, To those une 
acquainted with the history of oil develop. 
ment, the vicissitudes of this industry and its 
mercurial phases, the fact will be regarded as 
of no importance or interest. Many a farm 
has been sold for taxes and where the sum in- 
volved is so small, it would generally be 
deemed a matter of no moment, 

But the Holmden farm has been the scene 
of as much excitement in oil and the center of 
as great wealth as any place of its size in the 
whole oil country. The history of Holmden 
farm would be a history of Pithole which 
came into existence in 1865, grew so rapidly 
that in 1866 it had the third largest post office 
in the State of Pennsylvania, beyond ques- 
tion, and some aver that it was second in 
point of business, exceeding Pittsburg itself, 
and only excelled by Philadelphia, As perti- 
nent evidence of this assertion it is an incon- 
trovertible fact that the receipts of the post 
office at Pithole for the quarter ending De- 


cember 81, 1865, were: For stamps, $3,240.10 
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from other sources, $1,084.94; total, $4,325.04. 
The number of letters mailed in that time was 
160,000, and about the same number received. 
From the first publication of the Record, Sep- 
tember 25, 1865, to February 13, 1866, more than 
20,000 letters were advertised, one-third of 
which went to the dead-letter office. 





PITHOLE’S FIRST GUSHER. 

The United States or the Frazer well which 
attracted attention to Pithole, was struck in 
January or February, 1865. It was located by 
Thomas Brown with the aid of a twig of witch 
hazel, and it started at the rate of 250 bbls. per 
day. Oil was selling at that time at $8 per bbl. 
Excitement became intense. It is said that 
Thomas Holmden sold the farm to Duncan, 
Prather & Co., for $25,000, but his wife refused 
to joinin the deed, and they paid her $50,000 
more to overcome her objections to placing 
her name on the title deed. Subsequently this 
farm was sold tothe Garden City Petroleum 
Company, of Chicago, for $1,500,000, of which 
$750,000 were paid in cash. 

The development of the place was astound- 
ing, probably without a parallel in American 
history, if in the history of the world. By Sep- 
tember, 1865, it had taken the dimensions of a 
city, and the first number of adaily newspaper 
was published on the 25th of that month,a 
four page paper, five columns to the page, 
printed in nonpariel and brevier. From the 
salutatory of that issue the following are ex- 
tracts: 

“The rise and progress of our city reminds 
one of an eastern fable it is one of these rapid 
changes which go so far to illustrate the ener- 
gy and intelligence of the American people. 
An energy which fills to the utmost every 
channel of human progress, an intelligence 
which calls forth constantly the mightiest 
efforts of the pulpit and the press to keep pace 
with its rapid strides.” 

“The central point of all the vast oil region 
is undoubtedly Pithole.” 

“This city, it is true is still of inconsiderable 
dimensions, but when the eye of the stranger 
rests upon its numerous rows of buildings, its 
busy and muddy streets, and the never ceasing 
din of its commerce and industry falls upon 
his ear; when he learns that but a few weeks 
before, this busy scene was still, and nothing 
but brown hillsides or quiet pasture land 
would have met his gaze, nothing less than 
astonishment can fill his mind.” 

“The excitement of California in its biggest 
days pales before the march of Pithole. Al- 
mighty dollar has been obliged to do homage 
to King Petroleum.” 

In the cool moments of the present this may 
be regarded by many as the language of rhap- 
sody, but the columns of the newspaper itself 
is the best evidence that it was nothing more 
than a fair review of the situation, The list of 
letters remaining in the postoffice uncalled for 
on September 12, 1865, is incomplete in the 
issue before us, but it contains more than 400 
names from A to F, alphabetically, and those 
beginning with E are not completed in thig 
issue, 

RAPID RISE OF THE FAMOUS TOWN, 

Itissafe to say the population was from 
8,000 to 10,000 at that time, or within nine 
months after the first well was struck,and but 
three months before the issue of this credita- 
ble daily newspaper, but two buildings stood 
there. From the advertisements in this first 
number of a successful daily newspaper, it ap- 
pears there were lawyers, doctors, dentists and 
a veterinary surgeon among its professional 
people; two insurance agencies located there 
advertised in its columns; there were grocers, 
dealersin provisions, clothing, crockery, dry 
goods, drugs, liquors, hardware and well sup- 
plies,machine shops, watch makers, tin and 
sheet iron workers, oil and land brokers in 
great number, 13 hotels, besides five saloons 
and restaurants advertised in the first issue, 
Besides others were known to be there which 
did not advertise; the Western Union and 
United States Telegraph Companies each had 
an office in Pithole: two express companies 
were also competing for the business of the 
citizens; two banks were in operation, one by 
H, R. Kemp the other by Prather, Wadsworth 
& Co,; the streets were numerous as appears by 
locations of several advertisers, and the build- 
ings were numbered on the streets. Every im- 
pression is of a city regularly laid out, with 
diversified employment and vocations, 

The companies located there, such as the 
Pithole Mining Co,,the Mechanics Oil Land 
Boring Co., etc,, were of no mean capital, the 
latter being of $1,000,000, 

PITHOLE CREEK 
empties into the Allegheny river about nine 
miles above Oil City, and this Thos. Holmden 
farm is about seven or eight miles from its 
mouth, and was at that time as many miles 
from other developments, A writer describing 
the striking of oil there and subsequent ev ents 
says: “This intelligence naturally created 
some excitement in the restless world of oil- 
dom, but the spring floods of that memorable 
year, as well as the attractions to enterprising 
operators afforded by more accessible locali- 
ties, for several months preyented extensive 
developments in the directiqn of the new dis- 
covery. Indeed, the ‘town' cauld boast of 
anly two buildings by the end of May,although 
the production of the United States well had 
steadily increased and was then full 800 bbls. q 
day. However, the beginning of June wit. 
nessed the striking of the Grant well, a spouter 
of 1,200 bbls, magnitude, and forthwith com, 


menced the rush for the inviting hill and dalg 
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of Pithole, which resulted in the rise of a city

Money circulated like waste paper, and 
for week the scene recalled the wildest fictious 
of the South Sea Bubble or Law’s Mississippi 
Scheme!” 
A MARVELLOUS GROWTH. 

By the middle of September, 1865, the build- 
ing numbered more than 900. The city was 
built on the westerly side of the creek,on lands 
sufficiently sloping to secure good drainage, 
anda stream on either side afforded natural 
sewarage for a city of considerable magnitude, 
There were 17 wells in the immediate vicinity, 
besides pumping wells. In all the yield was 
about 6,000 barrels of oil per day, worth $4 and 
upward a barrel. 

Even at this early period other and smaller 
towns had sprung up in the vicinity, Little 
Pithole to the north, Balltown and Prather 
City on the east, all within the radius ofa 
mile, and were thriving from the oil industry. 

The difficulties of building a city and con- 
tinuing its business in such a locality were 
neither few nor inconsiderable. To get the 
material necessary for building and to trans- 
port the thousands of barrels of oil produced 
by the wells from and to the nearcst railway 
station, which was on the Miller firm, four 
miles away, an army of men and teams were 
called into requisition. The man that owned 
or controlled a team in those days was master 
of the situation. It wasnot unusual to charge 
$100 for taking a small steam engine four 
miles, $15 for bringing over a half ton of coal, 
or $10 for a trunk from the railroad station to 
the city. Passenger fares were were un- 
known, as everybody found it handier to walk 
than to ride in tne condition of the bad roads, 
for there were made and lost with a speed 
commeansurate with the general style of en- 
terprise existing. The hotels were luxurious- 
ly furnished and the theaters engaged some of 
the most talented artists of the times. Rail- 
roads and pipe lines were projected, but before 
fully completed disaster came by financial 
failures of prominent men, the wells failing 
to put forth oil, fires became frequent and the 

DECLINE OF PITHOLE 

was as rapid as its growth. From August, 
1865, to June, 1866, it was at its zenith of im- 
portance, In the latter part of 1879, a writer 
who visited the spot says “the old Danforth 
House, at the corner of First and Holmden 
streets, is still standing, and about a half 
dozen houses along what was Holmden street, 
now acountry road.” He rejoiced, however, 
that the old free and easy No. 7, on Third 
street, was still standing, which at one time 
had 20 handsome blonde beer slingers in a bar- 
room 30x60 feet in size, on the first floor, and 
seven oreight billiard tables on the second 
tloor. A few other buildings were described, 
but these are now gone. 


A CHURCH ONLY LEFT. 

To-day, the only remnant of Pithole left is 
the ruins of the Methodist church, which has 
not been used for several years and was badly 
shattered by lightning about ten years ago. 
The Swordmens’ Club, the aristocratic and 
philanthropic organization of Pithole in its 
palmy days, built this Methodist church. It 
was a part of the liberal policy of the mem- 
bers to “have the fun go on” and built the 
church accordingly, the most lasting monu- 
ment of Pithole’s existence. All the talented 
artists, prominent actors and bon vivants of 
America were proud to be members of the 
Swordsmens’ (lub of Pithole, but that was the 
Pithole of '65, not of °88. Like the days of $4 
oil, its glories may never return, 

The Holmden farm, the very foundations 
on which Pithole was built, is still there, but 
soldand conveyed for taxes! How is the 
mighty fallen. —Derrick.

The Boston “Pure Lard” Bill. 


The Boston “pure lard” bill, which Mr. Bur- 
nett has laid before his sub-committee and 
hopes to have reported by the committee on 
agriculture in Washington, is given below. It 
is not likely to go through this session, how- 
ever. It reads, “A bill to provide for the in- 
spection of meats and lards for sale in the 
Territories of the United States, the District 
of Columbia or to be exported.” 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or persons Or association of persons en- 
gaged in the slaughter of animals for meats or 
lards to be used as food, or engaged in the 
business of meats or the manufacture of can- 
ning of lard for sale or use as food, in the Ter- 
ritories of the United States or the District of 
Columbia, or for exportation, unless such per- 
son, persons or association of persons shall 
first pbtain a license pursuant to the provis- 
ons of this act. 
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OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


“Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the secretary 
of the treasury, under such regulations as he 
may from time to time prescribe, to issue to 
such person or persons, or association of per- 
sons, engaged as aforesaid, upon application, 
a license toengage in aforesaid business of 
slaughtering of animals for meats or lard, or 
of manufacturing lard, or of canning such 
meats or lard for use as food as aforesaid. 

“Sec. 3. There shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury a chief inspector, 
who shall receive a salary of $— per annum 
and actual and necessary traveling expenses 
when traveling on special business, and such 
number of inspectors as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may deem necessary, each of whom 
shall receive a compensation of $4 per day 
when employed, to enforce the provisions of 
this act. 

“This chief inspector shall have general 
supervision over inspectors provided by this 
act. The inspectors shall examine animals 
slaughtered, and meats, oils, fats or other 
substances to be used in the canning of meat 
or manufacture of lard, intended for sale or 
use in any of the Territories of the United 
States or the District of Columbia, or for ex- 
port to foreign countries, under such rules 
and regulations as said Secretary shall pre- 
scribe, and shall brand upon each can or other 
vessel containing such meat or lard words as 
follows: Upon inspected canned meats the 
words, ‘U. S. standard,’ or other device, and 
upon such cans or vessels containing lard as 
follows: Those that be of the leaf of the hog 
the words, ‘Pure leaf lard, U. S. standard.’ 
Those that be of lard of other parts of the 
hog, unmixed with fats of other animals or 
with cottonseed or other oils, the words, ‘The 
compound lard, U.S. inspection.’ 

“And it shall be the duty of the inspectors 
whenever they find an animal intended for 
slaughter as aforesaid unfit by reason of dis- 
ease to be used as food, to notify the owner of 
such anima, or the proprietor of the slaughter- 
ing establishment, or the agent or representa- 
tive of such owner or proprietor of the condi- 
tion of such animal, and it shall be unlawful 
to slaughter the same for the purpose of being 
used us meat! canned or otherwise, or for man- 
ufacture into lard for sale or use as food in 
any of the Territories of the United States 
or the District of Columbia, or for exporta- 
gon to foreign countries. 

“Sect. 4. Any person who shall violate the 
provisions of this act by the slaughter of ani- 
mals to be canned as meat, rendered as lard, or 
who shall can as meat or lard, to be sold in, or 
who shall sell in, the Territories of the United 
States the District of Columbia, or who shall 
export such products contrary to the provis- 
ions of this act, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall, for each offence, be pun- 
ished by a fine not less than $500, or imprisoned 
not exceeding one year, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

“Sect. 5. All bills of lading of shipments of 
animal products named in Sect. 1 of this act, 
either by railway, steam, sail or canal craft, 
by express or other mode of conveyance, shall 
set out the name of the manufacturer and 
place of manufacture and to whom said pro- 
ducts are consigned in said Territories of the 
United States the Dist cict of Columbia or for 
export.” 

“Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of such person 
or persons engaged in the slaughter of ani- 
malsand the manufacture of lard, and the 
canning of such meats and lard, to assist the 
inspectors in the discharge of their duty, and 
any person who shall hinder or prevent such in 
spectors from discharging their duties shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor punishable as provid- 
ed in sec. 4 of this act. 

“Sec. 7. Any person or persons,or association 
of persons, who shall cause to be branded, any 
vessel of any description containing meats or 
lard, or compounds, or lard not inspeeted, as 
before provided, or who shall sell any such can 
or vessel containing such meats or lard not in- 
spocted according to the provisions of . his act, 
which when such cans or vessels containing 
such meats or lard or compound are for sale 
in the territories of the United States, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or for export, shall be guil- 
ty ofa misdemeanor, punishable as provided 
in sec.40f this act, provided, that wherea 
State has provided such means of inspection 
and branding as will,in the opinion of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, accomplish the purpos- 
es of this act, he may issue licenses to proprie- 
tors of slaughtering and manufacturing es- 
tablishments within such State, as provided 
for in sec. 2 of this act, and dispense with in- 
spection at such establishments by ofticers of 
the United States, 

“Sec. 8, The words ‘can’ or ‘canned’ shall ap- 
ply to vessels of every description, containing 
meats or lard; and the word ‘export’ shall 
mean export to countries beyond the jurisdic- 

ion of the United States.” 


Cinchona Cultivation in Bolivia.* 


BY DR. H. H. RUSBY. 


At about the time that the plants exported 
to India had begun to produce seeds, the 
native supply of South America had become 
exhausted, and those whose business had thus 
failed were obliged to invest their capital in 
the planting and culture of the trees. So it 
happens that at the present time no bark, ex- 
cept an occasional bale, reaches the market,

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which is not the product of cultivated trees. 
All the barks I show you here, with about 
three exceptions, are the product of culti- 
vated trees. I had men out for two months, 
searching the forests for wild trees, and so 
searce is it that I assure you I succeeded in 
obtaining only three. 

This brings me to the subject of its cultiva- 
tion. Regarding the selection of a site for the 
plantation, I have already covered the sub- 
ject in speaking of the conditions of its 
growth. After a suitable place has been 
selected the land must be cleared. This is 
done by felling the trees, and cutting away 
the undergrowth and burning it during the 
season of dryness, which occurs in quite dif- 
ferent months, in localities even quite 
near to one another. The clearing pro- 
cess is not so difficult here as upon 
the level ground, owing to the ease with 
which the trees can be made to fall. It often 
happens that these trees in falling will carry 
down immense tracts of forest with them. The 
place where the trees are planted is very steep. 
On suchaplace I have seen a tree weighted 
down with water, go crashing down to a point 
so far below us,that to reach that point by the 
road it would occupy an entire day, whereas 
the tree reached the bottom in a single in- 
stant, carrying with it, not only all the trees 
and vines inits way, but immense masses of 
rock and earth, an avalanche of vegetation 
blocking up the stream below. These trees 
will contain a very great amount of water. 
You will very readily understand this when I 
explain to you that you seldom see a portion 
of the trunk, or larger branches of the tree as 
large asthe palmof my hand. It is so com- 
pletely covered by parasites. Upon a single 
tree you may count sometimes from fifty to 
one hundred different species of plants grow- 
ing as parasites, so that the trunk of the tree 
which might be three feet in diameter, be- 
comes five feet in diameter. The branches 
which themselves are about as thick as a man’s 
leg, become so large with the mass of vines 
and mosses by which they are covered, that a 
person could very easily make his bed upon 
one of them, and sleep without danger of fall- 
ing. 

Among this vegetation you will see thata 
great deal of moisture could be held, and 
when one of these trees gets loaded down with 
the rain it often falls with its own weight. 
The burning process is never complete owing 
to the only partial degree of dryness which 
can be secured, and the labor is performed 
amid great dangers due to the steepness of the 
land. Alevelloamy spot is selected for the 
nursery, and here the seeds are planted. When 
the plants have from three to seven leaves 
they are transplanted, the varieties being se- 
lected with great care. The ground between 
the rows is kept very clean, the weeding being 
performed twice annually. The planting is 
usually done by contract the contractor agree- 
ing to charge for none but valuable varie- 
ties brought toacertain age. The mode of 
counting the trees is as follows: Com- 
missioners, mutually appointed, walk between 
the rows of trees, plucking a leaf from each 
one, which leaves are carried to the house and 
counted during the evening, those of worth- 
less varieties being rejected, the surface and 
venation of the leaf constituting the crucial 
mark. The trees are then carefully attended 
to until the bark matures. So freely has the 
pollen been transported fiom tree to tree, that 
however fine the tree may be from which you 
gather your seeds you will obtain from those 
seeds trees of almost every variety known to 
that section; so freely do they hybridize with 
one another. Similar trees of the same age, 
growing together may mature several years 
apart, the difference of maturity being indi- 
cated by the peculiar scaliness of the bark. 
The markings are very simp:e and can be 
readily observed when I pass around these two 
specimens. I ask you in passing them to take 
both of them in your hands at once, for the 
sake of comparison. You will see the large 
specimen which I[ hold in my left hand has not 
only longitudinal fissures, but transverse 
cracks, this dividing of the bark resembling 
the tarsus of a fowl, and hence called 
by the natives by a term which signi- 
fies “‘chicken-legs,” This which I hold 
in my right hand, which is in every res- 
spect as good a variety of bark as the other is 
younger, and you will see that instead of 
cracking tranversely it wrinkles londitudin- 
ally. This mark can be seen in a young tree 
of good variety, or it may indicate an old tree 
of a worthless variety; the difference being 
that the worthless variety, however old, still 
preserves its smoooth character, while the 
good variety takes on this roughness. 

While you are looking at these twe speci- 
mens, more or less of the same quality, you 
may look at this specimen from an old tree, 
of a worthless variety, which is perfectly 
smooth, and of alight color. This is a spur- 
ious bark. An experienced hand goes through 
the plantation asa marker, and indicates the 
trees to be cut. The cutter follows, makes an 
incision through the bark about three inches 
above the root,and another one two feet high- 
er, connecting them by a longitudinal incision. 
The bark is then removed in quills, which re- 
duce very greatly in size and about 60 per 
cent. in weight, in drying. The sections of 
bark that I show you are four feet in length: 
The bark of commerce is about one half the 
of this. We will take the two barks which I 
show you here, and you all see the thickness 
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of the first specimen. This specimen is still 
left upon the wood, and allowed to dry in the 
quill form it would have contracted in 
size so much as to have been as _ small 
as that which I show you here, if not smaller. 
After this first quill of bark is taken from the 
tree it is felled, and similar quills cut.from 
above, the smaller portions being shaved. Two 
or three shoots are allowed to grow from the 
stump, and when these are cut five or six more 
may be allowed to grow for the next crop, 
after which the ground is replanted, The cut- 
ting is done by contract, the price paid being 
from fifteen to thirty-five cents per one hun- 
dred pounds of green bark. Arriving at the 
drying sheds it is spread upon long narrow 
stretchers and exposed to the sun. In a week 
or ten days it is dry and is tied with strips of 
raw-hide into bales of from sixty to sixty-five 
pounds each, This is the shape in which they 
are transported. Sixty-five pounds is a load 
for a man, and two of these bales is a load for 
a mule. Men, however, usually carry them 
over the worst stages because mules are not 
able to endure the journey. At the repacking 
center it is closely packed to go over the sum- 
mit of the mountains. Men are rarely used 
upon this stage of the journey. The entire 
transit of these mountains requires about 
eight or ten days, and covers an actual dis- 
tance of two hundred and twenty-five miles, 
costing from fifteen to twenty cents per 
pound Bolivian currency. So you see these 
men, loaded down as they are by sixty-five 
pounds weight, accomplished for a period of 
ten days about twenty-two miles per day, and 
this is up and down mountains whose steep- 
ness surpasses anything which we have in this 
country. It is perhaps pertinent to remark 
just at this point that the Indians themselves 
believe it would be impossible to accomplish 
these journeys but for the use of coca. 1 must 
say that from my own experience I believe 
such to be the case. 

From here it has nearly three hundred miles 
to go before it can be shipped. On this part of 
the journey tnere is comparatively level 
ground and three hundred pounds is a load for 
amule, and five cents per pound the cost. 
The entire cost of collecting, drying, and 
transporting to London, the bark under the 
most favorable circumstances is estimated 
at about twenty-five cents per pound, 
United States currency, leaving the bal- 
ance of fifteen to twenty cents of the 
ordinary selling price to go towards the ex- 
penses of cultivation. I can say too, that 
from my own estimate I do not see how people 
can buy bark from Bolivia,bring it to this coun- 
try and get from it an amount of quinine 
which would not pay for the actual cost of 
the burk laid down in New York, leaving out of 
account the entire cost of manufacture. I do 
not see how they can get enough alkaloid 
from it to pay the cost of the bark itself. It 
has led me often to wonder whether it is not 
true that quinine is gradually being manufac- 
tured synthetically. I know nothing about it, 
but otherwise I am unable to explain the 
cheapness of quinine at the present time. 

You are all aware that in India the custom 
prevails of taking bark from one side of the 
cinchona tree, and then mossing. Mossing is, 
as you know,practiced to keep out the rays of 
the sun. The result is that new bark grows 
under the moss. This bark is not only greater 
in weight than the bark originally taken from 
that place, but it is very often much richer in 
alkaloid, This has been tried in Bolivia, and 
it has been found to be impossible on account 
of the great cost, owing to the comparatively 
high price of labor. The cultivation of cin- 
chona in this region is somewhat easier than in 
foreign lands. The product is slightly richer, 
but the expense is much greater than in In- 
dia,the transportation charge not only eating 
up all the profits, but actually leaving a de- 
fict on shipments disposed of at forced sale. 

Cinchona trees were formerly met with two 
or three times the thickness of a man’s body 
and tallin proportion. The age of such trees 
must have been very great, for wild trees at 
twelver fifteen years are scarcely as thick as 
the wrist. Cultivated trees,on the contrary, 
at six to nine years, are six to eight inches in 
diameter, and yield from three to six pounds 
of bark. The appearance of a cinchona plan- 
tation is always handsome, owing to the pecu- 
liar satiny luster of the leaves on many of the 
trees of a rich purple red, When in flower its 
appearance is perfectly enchanting. At such 
times these groves are the resort of myriads of 
humming birds of which many species are to 
befound. I collected eight species of hum- 
ming birds from a single tree in an hour's 
time. The air is at times filled with the hum 
of these birds just as it would be here with a 
swarm of bees. I collected altogether thirty- 
five species of humming birds. 

The bark at present exported from Bolivia 
is almost wholly the Cinchona calisaya, or 
yellow bark. 

I pass on to say the yield from these barks is 
very variable. The pure calisaya yields about 
eight per cent of total alkaloids. The cocola, 
a spurious bark, gives only a small fraction of 
one percent. Between these extremes you 
have every grade of excellence, 

Besides the bark the natives use the leaves 
and flowers. The leaves are said to be nearly 
inert, but infusions of the flowers produce ex- 
cellent results. They also use the buds, from 
which they make a gelatinous mass and apply 
it to fresh wounds, which heal up by first in- 
tention,

The movement in this department has scarce- 
ly exceeded retail proportions during the 
week. Buyers of chamomiles are holding off 
awaiting the arrival of the new crop of Ger- 
man, which is expected here shortly.

Quicksilver has experienced no further 
change. There is more inquiry, but we hear 
of noimportant business.

Salicine is still obtainable at $2 65 but is only 
occasionally inquired for. 

Balsams. 

There is a moderate jobbing demand for bal- 
sam copaiba and prices are somewhat easier. 
We quote Central American at 48@50c, Para 
and Maranham at 50@524c and Angostura at 
60@62c. The demand for balsam Peru is lim- 
ifed to small lots at $105@110 as to quantity 
and quality. Balsam fir is dull and nominal, 
Balsam tolu is in fair jobbing demand and 
prices are firm under light supplies at 30@3lc. 

Berries. 

Cubeb berries ure very firm as the stock is 
all in and the supply is found to be inadequate 
to the probable requirements of consumption, 
Holders ask $175 for XX and $150 for ordin- 
ary, but the demand is light at these figures. 
Junipers of fine quality are scarce and held 
for 5@544c. Low grades are obtainable in 
some instances at considerably less, The de- 
mand at present is light. 

Barks. 

Peruvian barks generally are scarce, partic- 
ularly the yellow variety, and full prices are 
realized for the small lots wanted. Stocks of 
quebracho bark are also very low, and 12c is 
the best that can be done. There is some in- 
quiry, but as buyers’ views are below those of 
sellers it has not led to business. 

Essential Oils. 

Trading in this department has for the most 
part been confined as usual to the supplying 
of the small current requirements of the 
trade. There are, therefore, few features of 
interest to note, the general tone of the mar- 
ket being steady and changes in prices few.

Boston Opium. 

Dr. Squibb, in his Ephemeris, thus describes

Some of that seen by the writer is 
the handsomest opium he has ever seen, anda 
physician or pharmacist who should once get 
it, and afterward get good ordinary opium, 
would be likely to think he had been cheated 
on the last, The fracture is smooth and uni- 
form, the color, odor and consistence good, 
and the lumps are put up in excellent order. 
Indeed toa person in the practice of seeing 
good opium the first suspicious thing about 
this variety is that its appearance is too good, 
because it at once suggests the idea of being 
made up for appearance, and it evidently is so 
made up. Usually it yields just about the 
legal 9 per cent, which is doubtless the object 
of the make up. Sometimes it falls a little 
short through unskillful management at its 
source, and gets rejected. But sometimes it

In the general chemical market there has 
been little improvement to note either in 
prices or in the volume of business. Trade in 
a jobbing way is fair, but there is an almost 
utter absence of large buyersfrom the mar- 
ket at present. In the heavy goods a little 
better feeling prevails, and in some lines more 
business has been done, particularly for for- 
ward delivery, but generally at a concession 
from previous rates. Mail advices from Liv- 
erpool denote little or no improvement there 
business for the most part being confined to 
what are characterized as retail transactions. 
Messrs, J. P. Brunner & Co. writing from that 
market on the 8th inst. say; ‘There has been 
some inquiries from America for special 
brands of carb ash, and 1d was paid for 48%, 
and 31-32d for 58%. We do not hear of any- 
thing fresh in caustic ash. We quote: caustic 
ash 48% 31-32@1d, high test 31-22@1d; carb ash, 
31-82@1d; high test, 31-22@1d. Soda crystals 
are moving off at from £2 10s@2 10s 6d, 
but the demand i3 only’ moderate. 
Caustic soda is inactive, and in one or two 
cases £6 12s 6d has been accepted by resellers 
for 70%, while makers have been paid 1s 3d to 
2s 6d more money; 60% is firm at £5 15s, with 
little offering; 74s is still inquired for,but there 
are no sellers for early delivery, and £7 5s to 
°7 68 6d is asked for June delivery; 76% is neg- 
lected and the nearest values are £8@8 5s. 
Bleaching powder shows no improvement, but 
on the contrary is, if anything rather weaker. 
The nominal price is £7 7s 6d, but this has been 
slightly shaded. Chlorate of potash is meet- 
ing with rather more inquiry, but little actual 
business has resulted so far. Nearest values 
are about 53¢@5i¢d. Bicarbonate of soda is 
unchanged at £4 12s 6d to £4 15s and not much 
doing.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Forty-eight per cent carbonated soda ash of 
Liverpool make is dull and rather easy. Ina 
large way business could be done at 120c but 
even this figure does not appeal to buyers. 
There isa moderate jobbing demand on tke 
spot and with limited supplies, buyers must 
pay 1 3244@1 35c for what they want. 

Failing to get 120c for the lot of 48% New- 
castle soda ash which arrived on the Soldier 
Prince, the holders have placed it in store. The 
demand is very slow at present owing to the 
shutting down of the glass factories, and no 
business of consequence is expected until fall. 
In a jobbing way 1 30@1 35c is realized on lots 
from store, though in view of the recent addi- 
tion to the spot supply a large buyer might do 
better. 


Caustic soda ash 48% is receiving a little more 
attention in a jobbing way. On the spot emall 
sales are being made at I127Kc from 
dock and 1324@135c from store. For lots 
to arrive 1 25c is asked and a few 
small parcels have been taken at that. The 
stock on the spot is still light, probably not 
exceeding 50 tons in all. High test remains 
neglected and nominal in price. 


Refined alkali, 36%, is without animation, and 
the nominal quotations remain 1 124%@1 l5c. 
For BM 58%, the demand for prompt delivery 
is light, but there has been a brisk inquiry for 
forward, and some large contracts have 
been made during the past week at 
1 15@1 174@c. Deliveries of late have been 
almost as large as the production, and from 
present indications business will be good dur- 
ing the balance of the year. There is not much 
doing in 48% beyond the usual jobbing sales 
for current requirements, and the quotations 
of 120@1 22\4c are somewhat nominal. 


Caustic soda 60% is without particular inter- 
est at the moment. Lots to arrive and for 
shipment are quotable at 2 4244@2 50c, but as 
the spot stock is light holders have increased 
their views and now demand 2 624@275¢ for 
jobbing lots from store, according to quan- 
tity. In 70 and 74% business is dull and buta 
few small jobbing sales have been made since 
we last wrote. For 70%, 2 25@2 27¥¢c is quoted 
as acceptable according to size of order, and 
22244@2 25c is named on 74%, but ona firm 
offer for a round lot of either test less would 
probably be accepted. Domestic 70 to 76% has 
appeared on the market and is quoted at 2 20c 
f. o. b. works, and sales reported at that 
figure. 

English sal soda isextremely scarce on the 
spot and held for full prices, the quoted price 
for Newcastle at New York being 1 25c ex store 
and at this figure small jobbing sales are re- 
ported. In Boston Liverpool brands are 
offered to arrive at 9244¢c and some sales are re- 
ported at that figure, though the quantity 
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changing hands did not assume important pro- 
portions. 

American sal soda continues in active re- 
quest and is very firmly held at the prices 
agreed upon by the manufacturers. We con- 
tinue to quote 95c in barrels and 1 20¢ in kegs, 
less the usual discount for cash. 

Bleaching powder is a little firmer owing to 
reduced spot stocks. Holders here now de- 
mand 1 9@1 95c as to quantity but they find 
little business at these figures. In Boston the 
pressure to sell recently reported is less urgent 
and holders there are now quoting 1774%@ 
1 85c as to quantity and position. The demand 
shows a slight improvement but must still be 
called slow. 


Acids. 

The market for acids presents no new 
or interesting features. Business is going on 
quietly with very few transactions in any line 
that call for particular mention. A steady 
tone prevails, and no quotable changes in 
prices have occurred within the week. 

Acetic acid is not attractive to large buyers 
at present and the smaller consumers are 
taking only what their current needs necessi- 
tate. Quotations are somewhat nominal at 
244@2'éc, and some se'lers show a disposition 
to shade the inside price as an inducement to 
large buyers. 

Muriatic and nitric acids gell only in ac- 
cordance with the current wants of the trade, 
inquiry for large quantities being almost en- 
tirely lacking at this season. Prices are main- 
tained and we have no changes to make in 
our quotations, 

Oxalic acid is still unsettled and buyers 
show no disposition to anticipate their wants 
so long as there is any prospect of lower 
prices. The nominal quotations remain 6'44c 
for large quantities and 7c for jobbing lots 
but these figures are shaded in some in- 
stances. 

Sulphuric acid has not changed since 
the date of our last writing. Bus- 
iness is confined almost exclusively 
to supplying small current orders and filling 
contracts. Prices may be called steady at W@ 
%5c P 100 hs for 66° in large quantities and 1 
@1 20c # for small jobbing lots,according to 
seller and size of order. Business in chamber 
acid is fair at previous prices, 

Tartaric acid has experienced a good dc- 
mand, though the sales are chiefly of small 
lots to fill the passing requirements of con 
sumption. Prices are steady and unchanged. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime occupies the same position 
as at the date of our last. There is very little 
attention being paid to brown, which is some- 
what easy though without quotable change. 
The nominal prices are 145@150c. Grey at 
2 3749@2 40c finds a small jobbing outlet into 
consumption. 

White arsenic is firm and unchanged. The 
current demand is light as the principal buy- 
ers are fully supplied. We continue to quote 
344@334c as to quantity and position. 

Red arsenic is in active jobbing request but 
we have heard of no further large sales, Prices 
are firm and unchanged at 544@5\c. 

Brimstone is not so firm for future ship- 
ment. We understand that shippers are so- 
liciting bids from American buyers, and with 
the probability of lower prices later on the 
latter manifest little interest in late futures, 
For earlier shipments, however, there has 
been considerable inquiry, and sales of about 
500 tons have been made, mostly best unmixed 
seconds at $22@22 50 to arrive, near by. The 
quotation for best seconds for June-July ship- 
ments is $21 25, July-August $21, and August- 
September $20 75. Thirds are quotable at 
$20 50 for June-July, $2025 for July-August, 
and $20 for August-September. The spot sup- 
ply of best unmixed seconds is light and while 
some holders would accept $23@24 for large 
lots in store, some small lots have changed 
hands at $27. 

Cream tartar is moving steadily into con- 
sumption on contract deliveries, but the cur 
rent demand is rather light. The combination 
prices are maintained at 82@3234c for crystals, 
and 3234@33%c for powder, according to quan- 
tity and style of packing. 

Nitrate of soda remains quiet on the spot, 
jobbing lots from store still commanding 2 6@ 
2 10c, as to size of order. There is still consid- 
erable inquiry for futures, owing to the up- 
ward tendency of the market on the coast, but 
we have heard of no further sales. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Ferti- 
lizing Chemicals. 

There is little in the way of news to be re- 
ported regarding the market for the fertilizer 
chemicals. The inquiry for fall delivery is 
increasing but as yet it has not resulted in 
important business. Prices throughout are 
well maintained with the tendency in sellers’ 
favor. The competition in high grade sul- 
phate of potash is not so sharp and we hear of 
no further offers to sell below $2 10@2 15. We 
continue to quote azotine at $2 15@220, as 
to quality; dried blood, $2 15@2 20,

The Sulphur Mines of the Caucasus. 

The Revue Commerciale et Industrielle du Cau- 
case gives the following interesting account of 
the sulphur deposits of Tchirkate belonging 
to Prince Eristoff,and situated in Southern Da- 


ghestan not very farfrom the junction of the 
river Roisou p’Andi with the Avare. On the 
left and nvarly vertical slope of the valley of 
Birgoutchi-Kal at an altitude of 1,750 meters, 
and on an extent of 100 meters several old tar- 
tar workings are found, but they are all caved 
in. On the latteral margins the stringers of 
sulphur appear having a thickness from afew 
millimeters to 20 centimeters. These stringers 
are intercalated with the clay impregnated 
with crystals of quartz and gypsum. 

After the discovery of these deposits in 1802, 
they were worked for thirty-five years by the 
mountain tribes of Tchirkate, who produced 
about 16 tons of sulphur per year, the crude 
mineral containing about 60 per cent of sul- 
phur. Later on, the deposit was worked for 
ten years, some of the ore being sold and the 
balance went to Schamylas a tribute or roy- 
alty. The percentage of sulphur in the ore 
was, however, not more than 36 per cent. 
After Albich’s explorations. in 1859, and from 
1864 to 1866, Mr. Koltchewsky, by order of the 
Russian government, conducted explorations 
upon an area of 12 square kilometers, between 
the rivers Birgoutchi-Kal and Gouni-Kal, 
giving the following results: The right bank 
of the Gouni-Kal, and particularly the left 
bank of the Birgoutchi-Kal, very steep and 
picturesque, are formed by sandstones, dolo- 
mites, marls, gypsum and clay shists (argilla- 
ceous slates). The orographic character of 
the country is the result of subterraneous ac-

Birgoutchi and Gouni-Kal, the second direct- 
ed to the northeast, forming the Soulak valley. 

The country consists of sedimentaty beds, 
which Mr, Abich classes as belonging to the 
jurassic and cretaccous. They succeed each 
other downwards in the following order: 

1, The alluvyiums of the left bank of the Bir- 
goutchi-Kal,composed of blocks of sandstones, 
limestones and argillaceous slates. 

2. Dolomitic breccia, composed of large 
blocks of dolomitic :imestones with a cement of 
the same nature. These rocks still belong to 
the alluviums. 

The following rocks belong to the lower se- 
ries of the cretaceous: 

3. Yellow friable sandstones composed of 
fine grains of quarta cemented by lime or clay 
the thickness of this bed being 18 meters. 

4. Granular spongy dolomitic limestone of a 
greenish-gray color, very hard, tenaceous, and 
but little fossiliferous; in a few places beds 
of calcareous sandstones and sandy marls, 
changing to dolomite, are met with. The 
whole of the dolomite beds are full of fissues, 
some of which are filled with crystals of pearl- 
spar. The existence of these fissures and the 
spongy state of the dolomitic limestones is in 
conformity with the theory generally admit- 
ted as to their origin, 

The following rocks belong to the upper and 
lower series of jurassic: 

5. The granular gypsum, of a snow white 
color, compact and tough, is fissured in a few 
places cnly. The bed of gypsum contains in- 
tercallations such as dolomite or as dolomitic 
limestone. The total thickness of this bed is 
140 metres. Above the gypsum and below the 
cretaceous dolomitic limestone is a tolerably 
regular bed of bluish argillaceous schist im- 
pregnated with crystals of gypsum and alum, 
and containingsulphur in the form of small 
seams 30 centimeters in thickness. The thick- 
ness of the argillaceous bed varies from 0°77 to 
15 meters. The parts richest in sulphur are 
near the hanging-wall,the parts near the foot- 
wall containing more gypsum, thus forming 
the transition with the lower gypsum, 

6. Yellow-gray dolomitic limestone, with 
fissures filled with calespar. The thickness of 
this bed is about 100 meters. 

7. Gray argillaceous sandstone, containing 
a few interclated beds of sandy marl and no- 
dules of spherosiderite. The thickness is 48 
meters. 

8. Argillaceous schists, with layers of marl 
intercalated. Thickness, 100 meters. 

The general direction of the beds is N. 30° 
W.; the local directions range between N., 15° 
to N. 60°. The dip is from 10° to 20° N. E. 

Mr. Koltchewsky had 14 openings made 
showing the deposit, each giving a certain 
quantity of mineral, and thus the average 
richness was arrived at. These openings pro- 
duced about 329 cubic meters of rock and de- 
monstrated that the extent of the deposit 
was 600 meters on the dip. Taking theaverage 
thickness of the layer at 2 meters, the deposit 
contains a known mass of 12,000 cubic meters 
of mineral, carrying from 10 per cent to 20 per 
centinsulphur. M. Koltchewsky had been 
under the impression that this bed contained 
amuch larger quantity of mineral, and that 
nearly 100,000 tons of sulphur would be avail- 
able. 

In 1880, the Compagnie Francaise Lescaud 
sent M. Gounod, a French engineer, and W. 
Haltatchi, an Italian engineer, to examine 
Prince Eristoff’s mine. They reported that 
the quantity of sulphur which could be ex- 
tracted was 49,000,000 pouds upon a length of 
24% versts and a width of from 200 to 300 
sagenes. But as Baku gets some of its supply 
from Recht, in Persia, the sales of the Tchirk- 
ato sulphur are very difficult.—Eny. and Min. 
Jour. 
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Alkali Exhibits at the Glasgow Ex- 
position. 


In this department the exhibition is partic- 
ularly strong, most of the leading manufac- 
turers of the kingdom having sent their 
contributions, and arranged them with more 
or less artistic effect. In the case of one firm 
of St. Helens, which is devoted to soda and 
chlorine products, chlorate of potash is shown 
in various forms, particularly in small crys- 
tals, and there is also a dish of exceptionally 
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bonization, and at the sides crystals of the 
same in different stages of carbonization, Thi8 
joint exhibit is specially mentioned as repres 
senting the Leblafie proctss, and it fs, there= 
fore, interesting to contrast it with the exhib- 
it of Brunner, Mond & Co. (Lim.), alkali 
manufactuaers by the ammonia process, 
This exhibit is characterized by its ar- 
tistic arrangement, and consists of 
eight large fluted bottles with a beautiful 
crystal of soda carbonate in the center, The 
contents of the bottle are pure “alkali,’’ re- 
crystallized bicarbonate of scda, containing 
less than 1 per cent. of moisture and sodium 
chloride a degree of purity which indicates 
thd importance of the direct process of man- 
urfacture; tleacher’s ash, caustic soda ash, 
concentrated crystal soda, and one or two 
other specimens, but it is noteworty that the 
case contains no by-products, thus indicating 
two things—one that the production of alkali 
by the ammonia soda process is profitable,and 
that the utilization of the by products con- 
taining chlorine has not yet been made to 
pay. The exhibit of alkalies, &c., by Gaskell, 
Deacon & Co., at Widnes, has been prev- 
iously referred to as one of the handsomest 
in this department, yet it consists of a 
dozen articles only, as specimen of soda crys- 
tals, 30 inches high, surrounded by specimens 


of soda_ ash, refined alkali, caustic 
soda (these in different qualities), crys- 
tal carbonate &c. It is well known 


that this firm works under special advantages 
in the way of patents, which cover the 
“Deacon Process” for the manufacture of 
bleaching powder, and for the manufacture 
of chlorine from the gaseous hydrochloric 
acid which is emitted from the saltcake fur- 
nace. In addition to soda salts the firm ex- 
hibit bleaching powder and chloride of cal- 
cium. Next to their exhibit is an attractive 
one, the most noteworthy specimen in which 
is sodium sulphide (Na S$,9H,O) made by 
Schaffner & Helbig’s process. It is an amber- 
colored solid, and is of considerable interest 
from the fact that the firm have worked the 
process satisfactorily. They also show a 
number of alkaline chlorates, including 
potash in several varicties, barium in large 
crystalline prisms, and excellent sodium chlo- 
rate. The Lancashire district is further repre- 
sented by an exhibit of a more varied charac- 
ter than others which have been mentioned, 
as it contains bichromates, manganates, chlo- 
rates, and various strontia salts, in addition 
to the ordinary alkalies. By a process 
patented by Mr. Rigby, the company 
utilize the lime mud from the _ soda 
vats for the manufacture of a “Portland 
cement,” and of this there are many speci- 
mens shown which prove the utility of the in- 
vention. It is surprising how little inclined 
manufacturers are nowadays to allow any- 
thing to run to waste; and surely there is no 
other than the chemical industry in which 
there exists so largely a desire to recover eve- 
rything useful and profitable. It is evident 
from the exhibit that the recovered products 
are in every respect equal to those which are 
made from Sicilian sulphur; the color is not 
dull, but brilliant, and there is an absence in 
the flowers of sulphur of that green color and 
sulphuretted odor which pharmacists object 
to. It would appear from the exhibit of ce- 
ment that the owner has now succeeded in 
squeezing more gold out of the waste materi- 
al. The case of another firm contains speci- 
mens of mineral acids, alkali products, barium 
products, and chlorates. For this process mag- 
nesite—a fine specimen of which is exhibited— 
is the starting point, and by converting this 
into magnesium chloride, and that again into 
chlorate, it is found that the yield of chlorate 
in proportion to chloride is greater than when 
lime is used. This is an important obser- 
vation and has led to good results in the firm’s 
works. The case contains a very fine spicinten 
of magnesium chloride and the chlorates of 
sodium and potassium made by its agency, the 
latter showing the charict+ristic iridescence. 
A house in Manchester shows sulphate of zine 
and other zinc salt used in medicine and 
pharmacy, as well as other chemical products, 
which are used in the arts and manufactures.

The 
boilers, of which there are two, are of the reg- 
ular horizontal return tube type,and as one of 
them suffices for ordinary working, an excel- 
lent opportunity is offered for testing the rel- 
ative economies of the steam and ammonia 
systems, one of the boilers being worked with 
water and the other with aqua ammonia.

The market for dyes and dyestuffs has con- 


tinued to rule quiet and uninteresting, The 
demand has been exceedingly limited and 


dealers assert that not more than 33% of the 
business, which is usually done at this season 
of the yéar, has been felt. The reason, for the 
falling off is attributed to the tariff agitation, 
which is seriously disturbing all interests and 
more particularly those of the woolen manu- 
facturers. To quote the expression of One 
manufacturer in the dyestuffs line, “the mar- 
ket must be characterized as stagnant.” No 
important changes have been made in the 
quotations of any of the articles 1n the list. 

Albumen has ruled rather quiet, The trad- 
ing has been on the jobbing order and small 
sales have been consummated at the following 
unchanged prices, viz: 15@154c for domestic 
and 16@16\%c for foreign. Blood is unchanged 
at 55@t0c. 

Aniline colors—The market for anilines has 
been quiet and devoid of features of special 
interest. The demand has been only moder- 
ate and no transactions of any moment are 
reported. Prices continue steady at former 
figures. 

Alizarine is selling steadily in a small way, 
for immediate consumption, but no activity is 
apparent. Quotations continue at 18@20c as to 
brand and amount of purchase. 

Bichromate of Potash continues to sell mod- 
erately, but no special trading is noticeable, 
and nothing out of the ordinary can be noted. 
Quotations are identical with last week at 104%c 
for 5 cask lots, while higher figures are named 
where a smaller quantity is needed, On bichro- 
mate of soda the position is unchanged. Small 
lots have sold entirely at 84c on orders for 5 
eask lots and a corresponding advance for 
smaller lots. 

Cochineal has not been enquired for and has

Our former quotations of $55@60 
continue to rule, 

Dyewood—No material change can be report- 
ed in the market for stick wood. Nonew busi- 
ness has been accomplished, as manufacturers, 
as has been before stated, are plentifully sup- 
plied with all necessary stock for current 
wants, and are also covered by contracts for 
their future requirements. It is believed that 
manufacturers are sufliciently covered in 
this way to supply all needs for the present 
year. This state of affairs is, of course, owing 
to che limited amount of businesss that has 
been passing during the past spring and at the 
present time. There are several lots of wood 
on the dock, butas yet, no bids have been 
made for the cargoes, as the goods are not 
needed.

Aniline Dyes in Canton, China, 


The important and growing trade in aniline 
dyes is entirely in the hands of German firms, 
who mostly import dyes manufactured by cer- 
tain German factories who have succeeded in 
creating an established reputation on the 
China market. The large silk and paper works 
of Fatchan (a town about 60 miles distant from 
Canton) use enormous quantities of these dyes 
and all the more because Chinese do not add 
ahy acids to increase the dyeing properties of 
the aniline. The manner in which the dyes 
are packed and got up greatly influences their 
prospects of sale on the Canton market, ele- 
gance and neatness of labels being especially 
luoked for; while it is an additional advantage 
if the name by which the importing firm is 
known among the Chinese is added in Chinese 
characters, says the British consul. The bright 
white glass bottles in which the dyes are 
packed shoul! not be too small in size, even 
although the contents do not entirely fill the 
vessel. The label should not encircle the bot- 
tle altogether, but a space of about 14% inch 
be left open. For the retail trade 2-0z. bottles 
are preferable, but, as the Canton dyers above 
all things look to cheapness, packing im small 
tins containing 8 or 20 ozs., or large ones of 4 
and l catty, is especially recommendable for 
this market. Lately 100-o0z. tins have been in 
demand for old-established brands, but it is 
not advised to send new makes in this packing

Each tin should be packed in smooth colored 
paper of the exact shade of the dye contained 


in it. The principal colors used are scarlet, 
pink, green and blue. The two former are 
particularly required for the manufacture of 
colored paper, and as the Chinese use red col- 
ored visiting cards, and contracts and other 
important documents are invariably written 
on red paper, while pink is mainly used for 
ruling letter paper, books, etc. The use of red 
and pink in cotton and silk dyeing is unim- 
portant. Green, blue and mage ute are used 
mostly for silk, and but little for either paper 
orcotton. Violet, orange and yellow also are 
used almost exclusively for silk dyeing. All 
dyes should be easily soluble in water, as the 
Chinese decline to use any acids in cennection 
with aniline, and only employ a liquid pre- 
pared from rice to dissolve blue and green col- 
ors. At present Canton imports about $150,000 
worth of aniline dyes per annum, but that 
quantity is pretty certain to increase in fu- 
ture.
